Bensenville is in contention with Oak 


Brook and Chicago's Marriott Motor Hotel 
to become the headquarters of the Inter- 
national Association of Lions Clubs, ac- 
cording to John Varble, village president. 


Lions International is one of the largest 


service organizations in the world with al- 
most a million members. Having its head- 
quarters in Bensenville would bring Lions 
Club members from foreign 
countries, 


along with added business, sales tax reve- 
nue and prestige, Varble said. 


Mohawk Country Club would be the 


ideal location for the Lions to relocate, 
asserted Varble, president-elect of the lo- 
cal Lions Club. 


Lions International sold its Michigan 


Avenue headquarters several months ago 
and is looking for a new home. Houston 
and Japan have been eyed by leaders, but 
it appears now they will locate in the met- 
ropolitan Chicago area, 
according to 


Varble. 


VARBLE SAID HE made a presentation 


to delegates at the Illinois convention in 
Chicago last weekend in an attempt to sell 
Bensenville as the future headquarters. 


Delegates recommended that the head- 


quarters move to suburban Cook County, 
Varble said. 


The Lions International convention, at 


which a decision may or may not be 
made, is scheduled July 2 through 5 in 
Tokyo. 


'We're fighting Oak Brook and Marriott 


Hotel," Varble told members of the Ben- 
senville Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry. 


"We're at least 65 to 75 per cent ahead 


of everybody else," he added. "We may 
lose; I don't know; but we're front-run- 
ners at the present time " 


Varble said Bensenville's proximity to 


O'Hare International Airport makes it a

Planned 


Plans for the eventual construction of a 


youth center 
in Bensenville were an- 


nounced Tuesday by local builder Jack 
Brown, speaking at a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry. 
' "We need a youth center," said Brown, 
adding he would like to see it built in Deer 
Park with the cooperation of the park dis- 
trict. 


Brown, of 276 Miner St., said the Ki- 


wanis Club and the Greater Bensenville 
Youth Council (GBYC) plan to raise mon- 
ey to build the youth center by construct- 
ing a four-bedroom house with a two-car 
garage. 


It would be sold for under $30,000, he 


said. 


THE KIWANIS Club owns a 50 by 200- 


foot lot on Memorial Road near Miner 
Street where the house would be built by 
teens with the help of qualified craftsmen. 


The house would be designed and deco- 


rated by students from Fenton High 
School. 


Brown said the club is awaiting a deci- 


sion by the village board to annex the 
property. Construction would begin soon. 


The Kiwanis Club and the GBYC would 


count on the generosity of suppliers to 
build the house, Brown said. The Ben- 
senville State Bank has agreed to be the 
lending institution, he added. 


"You talk about putting money in 


streets and sewers," Brown said. "The 
best place to put mone; is in the youth of 
Bensenville." 


He said the Elmhurst YMCA will use 


$2,300 of its own money to provide a youth 
director. The Community Chest will pro- 
vide $3,000, and another $3,000 has been 
requested from the village. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT by Brown ap- 


peared to be well accepted by members of 
the chamber with one exception. 


Louis Spillone, who said he had three 


teenagers of his own, said he did not think 
the teens deserved a youth center. 


He cited vandalism at the park district 


warming house where plumbing was de- 
stroyed. 


"I'd like to see them have it," he said 


later, adding that he did not think teens 
would police themselves. 


Brown's rebuttal was that Bensenville 


has good teenagers and these who cause 
trouble are in the minority. 


He added that the GBYC's clubhouse 


known as Know Place and now turned into 
a coffee house for teens is "going better 
than ever." The elubhouse is at Center 
and Main streets.

Teacher's Role

Once in a faraway time, when sages 


were prophets and prophets were the clos- 
est humans to God, the pursuit of knowl- 
edge was the most respected of all pas- 
times. Teachers were revered and their 
profession was beyond reproach. 


Suddenly we find ourselves in a time 


when teachers have changed roles from 
heroes to villains The prophet image is 
gone and in its place comes one of a de- 
mon, a rebel who must be watched care- 
fully. 


And teachers are watched Their class- 


room actions are studied and their private 
lives are scrutinized. They are under con- 
stant surveillance no matter how far they 
may be from the classroom. 


There was a time, not long ac,o. when a 


teacher couldn't walk into a tar without 
creating a scandal. The fact that parents 
themselves drank did not stop them from 
criticizing the teacher for his "unbecom- 
ing conduct." Luckily, those days have 
passed. Or have they? 


RECENTLY A teacher I know was rep- 


rimanded by the superintendent for her 
"misconduct." It seems that a neighbor 
had seen a man leaving her apartment in 
the early morning hours. The neighbor 
called several board members, who in 


turn called the superintendent, who in 
turn called my friend. 


Teachers are not, the superintendent in- 


formed her, free agents in their private 
lives. They are answerable to the public 
for their every action. The teacher was 
then warned that another "scandalous ac- 
tion" would cost her a job. 


The irony o.' all this is that the gen- 


eltman in question was not the teacher's 
visitor, but her roommate's visitor. 


Fellow teachers of this woman (she is 


26) were shocked and angered by the su- 
perintendent's 
ultimatum. 
They 
felt 


threatened by a "constituency" that was 
demanding more than its due of their time 
and talents. Just how much, they asked, 
does a teacher owe to society? 


HE EDUCATES ITS children, upholds 


its democratic principles and encourages 
individual thinking. Must he also conform 
to its ideas of what his life should and 
should not be? 


If our teachers are asking a lot today, it 


is because we as a society owe them a lot. 
We at least owe them the right to privacy 
in their off-school hours. 


After all, there was a time long ago 


when teachers were considered leaders, 
not servants of the community.

Supreme Court decisions have had an 


effect on DuPage County juries, too, he 
said. 


"CONTRARY TO WHAT people think," 


he said, "recent decisions have been 
bringing a higher rate of convictions be- 
cause juries are reacting to these deci- 
sions " The reaction may be one of decid- 
ing on the truth, not the technicalities, he 
added. 


He said discussion with lawyers and 


judges in DuPapc County indicate they 
agree with his observation on jury reac- 
tion 


"Only analysis by future generations 


will provide a satisfactory explanation of 
the increased violence our society is ex- 
periencing toda>.' 


Partial blame goes to the news media, 


he said, for the increased violence. He 
added he thought the media magnified the 
problems out of proportion. 


"When Tom Paine ran a hand press the 


news media had to be protected," he said, 
"but nowadays the press is more powerful 
than the government and should have 
strict, self-imposed standards." 


Douglas referred specifically to cov- 


erage of riots and marches when wagging 
his finger at the press.

And, according to Kirkland, Cook County's 
zoning board thinks it should stay that 
way. 


The argument offered for rejecting the 


Zizzo petition is that "it would change the 
character of the area away from single- 
family residential." 


But indications are growing that the 


days of single-family zoning are limited in 
the unincorporated area west of Elk 
Grove Village and east of Illinois Rt. 53. 


While Village Pres. Jack Pahl main- 


tained yesterday that the area will be 
single-family, as shown on the current vil- 
lage master plan, at least one vfllage 
trustee disagreed. 


EUGENE KEITH contended that be- 


cause of the placement of 1-90, the area 
involved might be zoned for office and re- 
search or Ipanned unit development. 


Keith, a member of the village board's 


Judiciary, Planning 
and Zoning Com- 


mittee, noted that a proposed zoning map, 
hanging in Pahl's village office, shows the 
area in question planned for office and re- 
search. 


Does this include the Zizzo property? 
"I'd have to look at the map to be 


sure," Keith said, "but I think it might." 


The trustee also maintained that the vil- 


lage has received an annexation request 
involving the property to be sliced by 1-90. 
The request specifies planned unit devel- 
opment for the area. 


"The ideal situation would be for office 


and research along 1-90," Keith said, "and 
I'd like to see it developed on that basis." 
But, he said, the landowner is seeking an- 
nexation and the development of high- 
rise and stuff." 


ZIZZO, AT A zoning board hearing last 


October, maintained that the western por- 
tion of Devon Avenue was ripe for multi- 
family and other forms of lower zoning 
because of 1-90. 


If the village does establish high density 


or extremely light industrial — office and 
research — zoning in the area, Kirkland's 
evaluation doesn't hold. 


The zoning board was acting on the 


basis of testimony on Oct. 21 that single- 
family residential would be the highest 
and best use of the land involved. 


Shortly afterward, the village board ap- 


proved a master plan map that showed 
the area to be single-family residential, on 
both sides and immediately adjacent to 
the limited access expressway. 


Pahl commented that the zoning board's 


decision to recommend against multi-fam- 
ily was "very responsive to the needs of 
Elk Grove Village." He said the board 
"took to heart our presentation, and used 
their usual fine judgment" in reaching the 
recommendation. 


ALSO OPPOSED to the multi-family 


was the Village of Itasca, which also filed 
formal objection to the zoning board.

seminar, world culture, strings, crafts, 
and one level each of Russian, German 
and Spanish.

12 Appointed to Faculty 


The board of College of DuPage last 


week appointed 12 additional faculty mem- 
bers for the coining academic year, au- 
thorized an engineering study to bring wa- 
ter and sewage facilities to the campus 
site, and submitted a proposal for another 
portion of the permanent campus to the 
Illinois Junior College Board. 


The college's permanent campus site of 


273.5 acres is located south of Glen Ellyn. 


With the addition of the 12 newly-ap- 


pointed faculty members the college has 
reached the half-way point in staffing re- 
quirements. 


THE BOARD authorized the expenditure 


of $15,000 to implement the pre-bid engi- 
neering work for construction of a water 
line to the college from existing facilities 
in Glen Ellyn. 


The proposed path for water would be 


from existing lines at Wilson Avenue in 
Glen Ellyn across Roosevelt Road and 
south on Lambert Road to 22nd Street. 


The college has chosen to proceed with 


the first stage of plans for a 12-inch line to 
the site with an eventual loop system to 
another pumping station to provide back- 
up capabilities for the campus needs. 


The preliminary engineering estimate 


for the first stage of water and sewer ser- 
vice has been set at $91,660, some of 
which would be recoverable as additional 
water customers hooked onto the water 
line at later dates. 


The college has been authorized by the 


board to submit plans for Phase II-A of 
the permanent campus to the State Junior 
College Board for inclusion in the initial 
b u i l d i n g project for the permanent 
campus. 


The originally scheduled date for seek- 


ing bids, last March, was postponed be- 
cause funds for building were temporarily 
frozen by the governor. 


At that time the college had planned to 


seek bids for the first two floors of a four- 
story central building for the campus. 


Addition of Phase D-A will integrate the 


third and fourth stories into a single build- 
ing project. 


If funds are released for building, the 


college will be ready to seek bids for 
the entire central building later this 
summer.

Con-Con Suit Friendly 
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A "friendly" suit has been filed in 


Sangamon County Circuit Court to test 
constitutionality of recently adopted con- 
stitutional convention (con-con) legisla- 
tion. 


Court ruling on the constitutionality of 


con-con procedures is the last challenge in 
the way of delegates convening Dec. 8. 
Wilfred Bobbins of Mount Prospect is the 
only declared Third District delegate can- 
didate to date. 


Supporters of the convention ire seeking 


court scrutiny of legislation before a new 
constitution is adopted. 


This is considered necessary since the 


present constitution is ambiguous on some 
revisionary procedures and a ruling now 
will prevent a new constitution from being 
invalidated later. 


CHICAGO attorney James Otis, a mem- 


bo r of the Consitutional Study Commis- 
sion, filed the taxpayers suit Wednesday 
against the bill passed by the legislature 
and signed into law by Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie May 7 


On May 19. Ogilvie signed a bill enabl- 


ing the Illinois Supreme Court to rule on 
the validity of the con-con bill. Although it 
was presumed the court already possessed 
p o w e r to rule on the bill's con- 
.inttuionallty. the measure was insurance 
should a party test that power. 


Basically. Otis's suit asked the Sang- 


amon County (Springfield) Court (a court 
of first Jurisdiction) to declare! he con-con 
lau unconstitutional and issue injunctions 
aaainst state officials to prevent them 
from preparing for delegate elections. 


Otis said he hopes for a quick court rul- 


ing because delegate candidates must file 
petitions of candidacy between July 7 and 
it with the Secretary of State A circuit 
court ruling «ill likely be appealed to the 


Illinois Supreme ourt, causing another de- 
lay. 


THE 18-PAGE petition challenges a sub- 


stantial part of the bill but centers on 
three issues: 


—That the state Senate districts, each of 


which will send two delegates, are uncon- 
stitutional under the most recent "one- 
man, one-vote" ruling of the U. S. Su- 
preme Court. 


—That nonpartisan elections would vio- 


late the Illinois Constitution that states 
con-con delegates are to be chosen "in the 
same manner" as state senators, who are 
elected with party designation. 


—That the provision allowing public offi- 


cials to be delegates without salary also 
violates the Constitution which says dele- 
gates may not hold any other "lucrative" 
public office. 


The con-con bill states that if any part 


is found to be unconstitutional, it will not 
affect the other sections. But the suit also 


challenges this provision, saying it could 
violate the "distribution of rower*" '-»- 
tween legislative, executive and Judicial 
branches. 


OTIS' SUIT, filed on behalf of Robert P. 


Livingston of Northbrook, asks that if the 
court does not enjoin state officials from 
preparing for the elections, it could de- 
clare the rights of various parts of the 
case. 


The next step is for the court to order 


the secretary of state, state auditor and 
state electoral board to show cause why 
they should not be enjoined as requested. 
The court also could ask further argu- 
ments by both sides. 


Voters approved a call for a con- 


stitutional convention on Nov. 5. Legisla- 
tion now sets Sept. 23 for a primary dele- 
gate election and Nov. 18 for a run-off. 
Following a predicted eight-month session, 
a new constitution is to be presented to 
the public in a referendum.

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White by Birth, Red by Design 


He's Steeped in Indian Lore 


by MARY B. GOOD 


It was Custer's Last Stand revisited. An 


ancient breastplate worn by Red Shirt in 
the fateful Battle of Little Big Horn, a war 
bundle, tomahawks and death moccasins 
hung ever so innocently on wooden wall, 
rafter and planked floor. 


One foot in the doorway of the Earl Past 


home in Palatine froze a dramatic mo- 
ment in time, the last days of the bygone 
Indian way of life. 


The current revival of everything In- 


dian, of course, was Inspired by the hip- 
pies, who can identify with what they con- 
sider America's original drop-out. They 
have taken to donnins his garb and 
horning in on his culture. 


IN THIS NEW game of cowboys and In- 


dians, the former is the Establishment 


and the latter, the hippies. They pretend 
to fuse the culture of ancient and modern, 
with the pow-wow a precedent for their 
"be-in." The hippies find peace in a pipe 
filled with marijuana, a sacrilegious af- 
front to the Indians' use of the mind-ex- 
panding drug, peyote, in their religious 
ceremonies. 


Earl Past doesn't think much of hippies, 


but he is big on Indians. He and his fami- 
ly are serious students of Indian culture. 


German by birth. Earl is Indian by de- 


sign. He is probably the only white man in 
the country who has been adopted by the 
Cheyenne, 
Winnebago, 
Comanche 
and 


Apache Indians. His "sister." Daisy Bee- 
ham, a Cheyenne living in Chicago, made 
the first adoption four years ago. 


"Indians can adopt someone to replace 


THI HANDS THAT earn their daily 
bread by painting and decorating 
ip»nd idle hours fashioning intricate 


silverwork. "1 don't spend much time 
in front of the idiot tube (TV)," says 
Past. 


a loss," Earl said, "and Daisy saw fit to 
adopt me in her deceased brother's 
place." 


EARL DOES NOT bear a colorful In- 


dian name like his "nephew" Archie 
Blackowl, for example. 


"The Indian name bit is romance," Earl 


asserted. 


He will tell you that the Indians are not 


easy to know. It took Earl 10 years to 
make any red friends, for the dispossessed 
Indian is understandably distrustful of 
white men. 


Earl's hooded eyes cloud when he talks 


about the mistreatment this country has 
heaped upon the Indian. He feels deeply. 


"In Chicago, the Indian is one step be- 


low the Negro," he said. "They live in 
Uptown, the Broadway-Lawrence area, in 
furnished rooms at high rent, close to the 
American Indian Center, their social life. 


"WHILE SOME are highly skilled, they 


are restless, so most are day laborers. 
However, if white bosses can understand 
the Indian way, then they make good em- 
ployes. You see, the Indian needs to get 
away often, back to his people. If the boss 
won't give him time off, he takes off any- 
way. Because of the way of life, ulcers 
and heart trouble are unheard of." 


Several times a month, Earl goes down 


to the Indian Center to work with the In- 
dian people, help them find better jobs, 
assist the women and children with food 
and clothing, and sometimes to join in 
ceremonial dancing with his wife Dorothy 
and their children. He's been instrumental 
in moving six families to the suburbs. In a 
month's time, maybe 25 Indians come to 
the Past home to see Earl, sell something 
or talk over their problems.

Seeing Europe, Family Style 


A Look at Europe's Women

The woman at the London produce mar- 


ket. the girl on the I'a.-is "Metro" who 
needs help with her baby stroller, the 
women watching their clothes .spin at the 
Amsterdam laundry — they could be 
fnonds from home, ye they live an ocean 
ir.vjiy and often sf>;; k a different lan- 
guage. The women o' .^uroDC are not very 
different from those in America. Their 
chief concerns, like ours, usually focus on 
homcmaking and child-rearing. 


There ire baby buggies from Iceland to 


Spain and protective mothers walking 
children to school everywhere. Laundry 
f!ie.<i on Swiss balconies, feather bedding 
rang* out of German windows, and a 
'ay's washing drapes over bushes in 


SO.V1K OK TIIK most passionate dirt- 


chasers are in the Netherlands. The worn- 
nn not only scrub their sidewalks every 
morning; they wash the fronts of their 
homes as well. One man observed that the 
Dutch women had the cleanest legs in Eu- 
rope. Our smallest commented, "No won- 
der their country is flooding, when they 
throw ill that water down the gutters 
each day." 


The Swiss, too, are immaculate house- 


keepers. It a a joy to stop at the most 
obscure Swiss restaurant and to find 


scrubbed floors and gleaming tableware. 


The Spanish madre spends much of her 


time in the kitchen preparing the big 
lunch and bigger dinner. Every young 
senorita who expects to become a good 
wife will learn to cook and sew either 
from her mother or at school. 


MOST COMPORTS of life can be found 


in Europe, although not everyone can af- 
ford them. Even small conveniences are 
available, such as cellophane tape, ball- 
point peas, film, frozen foods and suntan 
lotion. The prevalence of American prod- 
ucts made us feel at home. Plastics .seem 
to be covering the world, as well as bot- 
tled colas. We were amused by a billboard 
in Spain reminding us that "Todo va me- 
jor con Coca-Cola." 


The woman of Europe is a cautious con- 


sumer who shops often, searching for the 
best buys. Her favorite haunts are often 
the street markets. At "Jumble Sales," 
the English equivalent to rummage sales, 
a woman will pay from three to 12 cents 
admission to a room where she can search 
for bargains through piles of discards. She 
seems to be less wasteful and less impul- 
sive in buying than her American counter- 
part. 


SHE DOESN'T over-indulge her children 


with toys. Yet she seems to enjoy their 
company and to listen to them when they 
talk. We observed children playing with 


charming simplicity all over Europe — 
leap-frogging, climbing, running on school 
playgrounds, kicking the ubiquitous soccer 
ball. Those with bicycles seem to use 
them purposefully — to ride to school or 
to deliver merchandise. 


How do European women feel about 


Americans? Not envious, as I had mistak- 
enly expected, and seldom curious. They 
show pride in their own country. Their 
questions are "What do you think of our 
city?" Perhaps the proliferation of U.S. 
films and news has saturated Europe with 
all it needs to know (or wants to know) 
about America. 


THE ENGLISH wo in expresses sym- 


pathy for the U.S. and its racial and ur- 
ban problems. Yet at the same time, she 
is fearful of difficulties emanating from 
increasing 
numbers of immigrants 
to 


cities in England. She finds the U.S. role 
in Vietnam too complex to understand. A 
postmistress surprised me with her knowl- 
edge of the presidential and vice presiden- 
tial candidates in the November election. 


Our desire not to act like "tourists" is a 


difficult role when our language reveals 
our identity. It is disappointing and frus- 
trating at times not to be able to ask ques- 
tions and converse with people of different 
countries. Even so, the gestures and pan- 
tomime, like a game of "Charades," often 
speak a common language of friendship. 


THIS SUBURBANITE'S interest in In- 


dian memorabilia began when he was sta- 
tioned in Colorado during World War II. 


"La Junta had a world-famous Indian 


dance group, a real interesting program 
for boys," Earl said. 


When he became a scoutmaster for his 


son Dick's Boy Scout troop, Earl started 
the Explorer post on Indian lore. (Dick is 
now 25 and attends the Milwaukee School 
of Engineering.) Later, with Frank Web- 
ster of Arlington Heights and his "kids," 
Earl formed the Na-nah-buzh Indian danc- 
ers. His daughter Sherry, 22, met and 
married her husband while in the group. 
Today they have two little Indians of their 
own. 


One of Earl's boys, Bob, is the national 


champion non-Indian Indian dancer. He 
attends Harper College. Then there is 
Jonathan, a 10-year-old, who has won 
quite a few prizes in his age group. Earl's 
youngest, Stevie, 6, just had his first 
dance at the recent St. Charles pow-wow. 


THE PASTS travel all over the country 


to take in authentic pow-wows, where all 
guest are fed free, singers, not just drum- 
beat, arc heard and other rituals make up 
the authenticity. A typical pow-wow feast 
includes Indian cookery, perhaps corn 
soup, wild rice, fried bread. 


Earl does beautiful silverwork, in addi- 


tion to many other Indian crafts. While we 
visited, he bundled two handmade canvas 
teepees he was taking to a Detroit pow- 
wow. 


One of the most fascinating Indian relics 


from his 17 years of collecting is a Winne- 
bago war bag. In it were found herbs, 
powders and paints, an otter and deerbone 
necklace, and, says Earl offhandedly, "a 
couple of scalps." The chief who traded it 
to Earl didn't want to be present when it 
was opened — war medicine has over- 
tones of the spirits. His most irreplaceable 
item is a century-old Cheyenne cradle 
board used for squaw-back transportation. 


Earl is one of a handful of white men 


who can execute the dying art of tying 
roaches (the hair headpiece that the In- 
dians wear). It's been the non-Indian en- 
thusiasts who have kept the Indian culture 
going, he said, as a feather dropped from 
the stuffed bald eagle overseeing the den.

Around here, birch trees need to be ba- 


bied Before you start knocking the nur- 
sery or garden center where you pur- 
chased your stock, evaluate the plant's re- 
quirements and the care you've given it. 
Owners of white birch should know that 
their trees require a special spray pro- 
gram if they are to remain invulnerable to 
leaf miners, hoppers and borers. Early in 
the season spray those birches with Tri- 
cide (or another systemic insecticide) for 
insects active in the leaves, along with 
Dieldrm for below-ground insects. 


As summer nears start applying lind- 


ane. Back up your periodic general tree 
feeding with chelated iron, as the sickly 
yellowing of the leaves is a dead giveaway 
that the tree is suffering from chlorosis. 
And be sure your "baby" gets ample wa- 
ter during the dry season. 


FOR THE WOMAN who sent me the 


sick branch, and others who may be pla- 
gued with the same problem, Ma'am, your 
evergreen wasn't dappled with detergent 
granules, it's a mealybug invasion. Wet 
down the foliage thoroughly, and apply 
Tri-cide or some other excellent systemic 
take one or two applications to do the 
trick. And incidentally, preventive mainte- 
nance will eliminate the bug problems. 


Crickets keeping you company? As the 


season gets into full swing, the crickets 
are crawling out from beneath their rocks, 
under the debris and rubbish pile to have 
street dances on the driveways of subur- 
bia when darkness falls. If you leave your 
garage door open, you're asking for 
trouble. My favorite bug man, Stan Rach- 
esky, University of Illinois Extension Ser- 
vice entomologist, suggests a two per cent 
chlorodane foundation spray, and if the 
problem is gross, a broadcast of Sevin or 
Spectricide over the lawn. 


WHILE MANY of you have already put 


out tender annuals and planted your vege- 
table gardens, I'm a hold-out for late 
planting. When you plant now, you don't 
worry about frost, and don't have any 
plant setbacks, and emerging soft growth 
is not vulnerable. I believe the johnny- 
come-latelies have better results. 


And while we're in the vegetable patch, 


soak those beans a day or so before plant- 
ing to get hulls receptive to the sun's 
warmth, and dust with a nitrogen fixing 
bacteria Keep the rabbits off with chick- 
en wire if nothing else seems to help. Sur- 
round the tomato plants with cardboard 
collars to avoid worm invasion. 


IF THE GRASS is growing unevenly in 


places, check to see if matted, 
dead 


thatch is not retarding growth. Because of 
the relatively snowless winter, the lack of 
protective snow cover caused a good deal 
of dieback on lawns around here. Hand 
raking is the best solution to the thatch 
problem. 


According to the Chicago Horticultural 


Society, one of the most important home 
garden information programs ever held in 
Chicago is scheduled tomorrow (Saturday) 


at the Warren Turf Research Center in 
Palos Park. The lawn program, featuring 
University of Illinois lawn experts, is open 
to the public. Details are available from 
Society offices, 116 S Michigan, or by 
phone at 332-2868.

THE P A D D O C K B I L L B O A R D 


by RACHEL HEUMAN 


Fascination with the past has caused the 


rejuvenation of many a charming custom 
or pastime Fashion's revival of the Ed- 
wardian look is one example The 20th 
century revival of the Fipple flute is an- 
other. Otherwise known as the English 
flute or more commonly, the recorder, the 
instrument enjoyed great popularity after 
the mid-18th century Its current interest 
is great enough to have a society, the 
American Recorder Society, formed in its 
honor 


The basic structure of the recorder is 


that of a wooden tube with a beak-shaped 
mouthpiece Its body is pierced with eight 
holes for seven fingers and one thumb 


Usually made of wood, recorders form a 


complete family They come in different 
sizes, corresponding to different voices, 
for part playing, such as the soprano and 
alto recorders 


THE TONE OF a recoider u> character- 


istically sweet Its range is two octaves 
and a note on a chromatic scale, the semi- 
tones issuing from a system of cross-fm- 
genngs 


The instrument is a favorite with ama- 


teur musicians, being easy to play and 
pleasant sounding On a professioal level 
it is essentially a chamber instrument 


Among composers who wrote especially 


for the instrument were Bach and Handel 
Such 20th century composers as Hans Po- 
ser and Cesar Bresgen have added to the 
17th and 18th century repertoire 


TODAY THE INSTRUMENT is mass 


produced in plastic and serves as an ex- 
cellent teaching device particularly in low- 
er grade classrooms and as 
accom- 


paniment for amateur music making 


Mrs Donald Jessen an active member 


of Best Off Broadway Players, finds a

THE WONDERFUL versatility of the 


recorder is that it can be enjoyed both by

Mrs Carl Seidentop, also the wife of an 


area physician, has a voice and recorder 
degree trom Cologne, Germany She often 
arranges music foi house concerts given 
by a group of interested local musicians 


Mrs Seidentop, who admires the "lovely 


quality" of the instrument comments that 
it is not easy to play technically well A 
lot depends on the quality of the in- 
strument also, Mrs Seidenop pointed out 
Since it cannot be tuned, the drillings 
must be accurate and the wood of good 
quality 


The revival and current interest in the 


recorder is easy to understand when one 
appreciates the range of its appeal School 
children can appreciate musical tones as 
rendered by teachers with minimal music 
experience Music lovers can enjoy the in- 
timacy of a concert-for-two at home and 
hearth And professional musicians inter- 
ested in technical achievement enjoy a 
great deal of satisfaction ftom the chasji- 
ber music that can be arranged for 
recorder 
solos or harmony

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How Maryville Youngsters Are Educated 


Some Live 
In a World 
Of Fantasy 


story by MARSHA HEFFERAN

Last summer, children from the inner 


city were thrust into a suburban school 
system when Maryville Academy, a 
home for dependent, neglected children 
located in eastern Wheeling Township — 
caught In an economic bind — sent 300 
youngsters Into the River Trails EHst. 2t 
elementary schools. Now Dist. 26 faces 
a problem familiar to major city school 
systems all over the country: How to 
give a suburban middle class education 
to underprivileged chili-en? In this third 
of a four-part series (the first and sec- 
ond parts ran Monday and Wednesday), 
Marsha Heffrran describes how the 
Maryville youngsters are being edu- 
cated. 


Last fall the enrollment hi School Dist. 


26 increased 10 per cent when 300 ele- 
mentary students from Maryville Acade- 
my came into their school system. 


All the children at Maryville have been 


declared "dependent" by the court. Their 
expenses are paid in part by a public 
agency, and the balance of their living 
costs are subsidized by Catholic Charities. 


The children at Maryville come from a 


variety of backgrounds 
and circum- 


stances, but most have one thing in com- 
mon — they are behind their normal 
grade level in academic achievement, es- 
pecially in reading and math. 


"The mam reasons these children are 


behind in school are lack of motivation 
and poor prepration." said a teacher who 
is working in the tutorial program set up 
by the district 


A staff member at the home remarked 


that many of the children live in a fantasy 
world This causes them to be inattentive 
in class because their minds are else- 
where — planning their next visit home, 
or 
worrying why their parents 
dis-

appointed them last weekend. They live 
with the anxieties that come from being 
insecure, and this is reflected in their 
school work. 


AT MARYVILLE. every effort is made 


to give the children the feeling that they 
have a home but their parents often 
promise that soon they will be reunited. 
As a result, many children feel little com- 
mitment to Maryville, their school, or 
their studies. One staff member discribed 
the children's ambivalence as a "loyalty 
g«P-" 


Few come to Maryville with the prepa- 


ration necessary for success in a suburban 
school situation. Some are from Spanish 
Speaking homes, and few of the childven 
have had the opportunity for language en- 
richment gained from conversation with 
adults. At Maryville they live, eat, and 
sleep with children, and their under- 
standing of the outside world often reflects 
this limited view. 


Some seventh and eighth graders don't 


know the names of major streets in the 
area, and yet they are studying the geog- 
raphy of their country. 


For the most part, these children live in 


in the district, but are not "of the district. 
They don't have the same goals or back- 
grounds as their classmates, and they are 
not interested in the subjects that are im- 
portant to moat suburban children. 


THE VOCABULARY and situations in 


their text books reflect hfe in a white, 
middle class, suburban family — a life 
style that is foreign to most children 
raised in an institution. 


But in spite of all these handicaps, the 


children from Maryville are learning in 
the public schools of Dist. 26. About 125 of 
the elementary students from the home 
are bused to schools in the district and the 
other 175 attend class at the River Road 
School on the Maryville grounds. The fa- 
cilities at the River Road School are 
leased by Dist. 26 from the Archdiocese of 
Chicago for $1 per year. 


For the teachers and administrators of 


the program, this has been a year of tes- 
ting ideas and methods — a year of learn- 
ing the best approaches to new problems, 
and planning new ideas for the future. 


For the children it has been a year of 


learning and of change. Those who are 
bused out to facilities in the district have 
experienced the whole new world of secu-

lar, suburban education. 
Many have 


gained much of the ground lost in pre- 
vious years. If they are still behind their 
grade level, many are narrowing the gap. 


THIS HAS BEEN accomplished by the 


efforts of the. classroom teachers as well 
as the special tutorial help the district 
has provided under Title I of the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education Act. 


Through this program the children are 


given intensive help in their weakest sub- 


ject areas. The benefits of the program 
are two-fold: the children receive tutoring 
in special subjects; and they come in 
close contact with adults who give them 
personal attention. 


At the River Road School, the differ- 


ences between the children from Mary- 
ville and the majority of students in the 
district are in sharper focus. 


The children at this school have a 


spontaneity bordering on rudeness and a 


curiosity that can be disquieting to the 
uninitiated. One child almost poked a fin- 
ger through the lens of a camera in his 
eagerness to see it work. 


A visitor to the River Road School is 


bombarded with questions 


"Do you have children?" 
"Are you married?" (asked in tl-at or-

MOST ARE SEVERAL, years behind in 


at least some subject areas and a few pre- 
sent emotional and behavioral problems 
upsetting to standard classroom routine. 


The student-teacher ratio is so low the 


children can have as much personal atten- 
tion as possible, and only a few have 
failed to respond in some way to this spe- 
cial help. 


Here are the children who present the 


greatest challenge to Dist. 26 and the na- 
tion, for the children at Maryville share 
the difficulties of all disadvantaged chii 
dren. 


The administrators of Dist. 26 are begin- 


ning to seek long range solutions to the 
unique problems these children present. 
The programs offered this year were de- 
signed to raise these students' achieve- 
ment levels so they were more in line with 
the norm of the district. But is the normal 
achievement of college bound, suburban 
students a scale that should be used to 
evaluate the progress of dependent neg- 
lected children? 


Is it necessary that the same emphasis 


be placed on subjects? 


Of what value is a subject if it isn't 


relevant to the child's life? 


YET THESE CHILDREN must be pre- 


pared for high school, for most childrtn 
remain at Maryville through graduation 
from Maine West, Notre Dame, or Sacred 
Heart of Mary Academy. 


Finding talented and creative teachers 


who can build a rapport with these chil- 
dren is not an easy task. It is a job that 
requires patience, consistency, and a 
sense of humor. 


The problem facing Dist. 26 faces all 


inner-city schools: Does an equal educ" 
tion make for equal opportunity? Is i' 
really 
in the best interests of dis 


advantaged children that they share a 
middle-class curriculum? If so, how can 
the material be made meaningful to 
them? If not, what should be substituted 
in their cirriculum? 


It will be several years before many of 


the problems facing Dist. 26 are solved. In 
the meantime, they know the children at 
Maryville are learning.

hammed also accorded the status of true 
prophets to other leading biblical figures, 
including Moses and Jesus Indeed, Mo- 
hammed showed a particular reverence 
for Jesus, accepting much of what the 
New Testament says about him, including 
the statement that he was born of a vir- 
gin 


But Mohammed emphatically rejected 


the one really basic thing that Christians 
believe about Jesus That He was the in- 
carnate son of God Mohammed also dis- 
missed entirely the New Testament ac- 
counts of Jesus' crucifixion and resurrec- 
tion 


The 
revelations 
that 
Mohammed 


brought forth from the cave near Mecca 
were written down by scribes in a book 
called the Koran (from the Arabic word 
for "reading matter") Orthodox Moslems 
look upon the Koran as fundamentalist 
Christians look upon the Bible—as the 
verbally inspired 
completely infallible 


word of God The Koran is divided into 114 
chapters, and the over-all vvordage 
is 


slightly less than that of the New Testa- 
ment 


The Koran tells a Moslem precisely 


what he must do to qualify for admission 
to heaven He must perform five religious 
duties, which Mohammed called ' The five 
pillars of Islam ' 


The first is to say aloud, with full under- 


standing and complete comvction the Is 
lamic creed 
' La Ilah Ilia Allah Mo- 


hammed Rasulu Allah ' ' "There is no God 
but Allah, and Mohammed is his Pro- 
phet ') Technically , it is sufficient to say 
the creed once in a lifetime (as on a 
deathbed), but devout Moslems actually 
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repeat it many times every day 


The second duty is to face Mecca and 


pray, five times daily 
at sunrise, at 


noon m the early afternoon, at sunset, 
and at the fall of darkness 


The third pillar of Islam is charity The 


set aside annually 2Va per cent of his total 
Koran stipulates that eadh Moslem must 
wealth to be distributed among the poor 


The fourth duty is to fast from sunrise 


to sunset each day during the holy month 
of Ramadan, the ninth month of the Mos- 
lem year 


Finally, every Moslem who is physically 


and financially able to do so is required to 
make a pilgrimage to Mecca at least once 
in his lifetime 


In addition to the five pillars of Islam, 


Mohammed laid down a number of other 
moral rules for his followers He forbade 
drinking, gambling, the eating of pork, 
and the acceptance of interest on loans 
These rules are still obeyed by some strict 
Moslems, but they have been considerably 
relaxed in more liberal Moslem circles 


Today there are upwards of 400 million 


Moslems in the world Only about 10 per 
cent of them live in the Arab countries of 
the Middle East There are huge Moslem 
populations m Pakistan, Indonesia, Iran 
and Turkey, and sizable numbers in Ni- 
geria, The Sudan, Russia, India, Kenya, 
Uganda, and the new nations of West Af- 
rica

Items 4. 5, and 6 of the proposal go on 


to spell out the selection procedure. 


"4. Playing Out of Classification — To 


eliminate teams from playing out of their 
classification an adjustment would be 
made in awarding points. This is as fol- 
lows: 


"A. If it is a conference, league game, 


or a natural rival (a natural rival Is an 
opponent which you have played for 10 
consecutive years) all points remain as 
stated regardless of the team classifica- 
tion. 


"B. If it is a non-conference game and a 


team played a team below its classifica- 
tion and wins they will be awarded 10 
points instead of 20. If they lose they will 
be penalized 20 points. In the event of a 
tie. -5 points will be awarded to them. 
However, the lower classification team 
will receive all the regular points as 
would be awarded the winner, loser, or tie 
just as if you were playing a team in your 
classification. 


"5. A team's rating will be determined 


by dividing the total number of points 
earned from all games played through 
Nov. 14 by the number of games played 
through that date. Teams will be selected 
from these ratings. 


"fi. If two or more teams finished with 


identical ratings and they have played 
each uther, the winning team shall be 
ranked above the teams with identical rat- 
ings that it has defeated. If they played 
and tied each other, or they did not com- 
pete, then the representatives will be de- 
termined by totaling the wins and losses 
of their opponents and the one competing 
against the higher percentage of total 
wins will be selected. If the tie is not bro- 
ken in this manner, the team whose oppo- 
nents have earned the greatest number of 
rating points under (5> above shall be the 
higher ranking team." 


Any new "brainchild" of this scope Is 


going to experience problems of Infancy 
and perhaps growing pains before It ma- 
tures, and Lake Park coach Bob Mon- 
ken figures he can see a couple of weak- 
nesses already. 


"In the first place, some schools are al- 


ways going to end up in that one range 
where it's extremely difficult to compete. 
For instance, in a range of 400 to 1199, the 
school with 1100 is certainly going to nave 
a great advantage. 


"The same thing is true of those schools 


that have 1201 as compared to Evanston 
that has 4,000. Someone is always going to 
end up at one end of the extreme and 
someone else at the other. 


"As far as the selection method, a team 


that plays in a conference like the Des 
Plaincs Valley that beats the hell out of 
each other won't have a chance." 


Everyone admits, though, that there 


will be things that have to be ironed out, 
and as Monken says: "I would be the 
last person in the world to vote against 
it." 


Probably the one singular item that 


most coaches would change if they got the 
chance is the date of the proposed tourna- 
ment — and more specifically the year. 
They would doubtless like to see it in 19R9.

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100 Years Ago: Shooting the Grandest Rapids of All 


by CARR1CK LEAVITT 


GREEN RIVER, Wyo. (UPI) -"The 


good people of Green River turn out to see 
us start. We raise our little flag, push the 
boats from shore, and the swift current 
carries us down." 


tt was May 24, 1869. and the man who 


wrote those words was to go down in 
American history as one of the bravest 
and best known of scientific explorers. 


Maj. John Wesley Powell, a one-armed 


Civil War veteran, and nine other men 
floated down and charted the Green and 
Colorado rivers from this Wyoming town 
through the awesome Grand Canyon to 
what is now Like Mead in Nevada. 


This year marks the centennial anni- 


versary of the Powell expedition. A cele- 
bration will begin with the dedication of a 
national monument here May 24, on the 
shores of the Green River, and a centen- 
nial expedition will depart by boat to run 
the river using the same time table as the 
Powell expedition. 


Among the groups to observe the cen- 


tennial will be the National Geographic 
Society. U.S. Geological Survey and the 
Smithsonian Institution's Bureau of Eth- 
nology, all of which Powell was in- 
strumental in founding. 


Titles along the rivers will hold celebra- 


tions throughout the summer. 


•'Our boats are four in number," Powell 


wrote 100 years ago. "Three are built of 
oak: stanch and firm; doubieribbed, with 
double stem and stern posts, and further 
strengthened by bulkheads, dividing each 
into three compartments. It is expected 
these will buoy the boats should the waves 
roll over them in rough water 


"The fourth boat Is made of pine, very 


light, but 16 feet in length, with a sharp 


cutwater, and every way built for fast 
rowing, and divided into compartments as 
the others. 
"The little vessels are 21 feet long, and, 


taking out the cargoes, can be carried by 
four men." 


Questions of the unknown surging river 


gnawed at the men. Were there crashing 
waterfalls ahead that would hurl the frail 
boats hundreds of feet below? What of the 
foamcrested rapids? Would they become 
trapped within the towering canyon walls 
to face slow starvation? What of the fierce 
Indian tribes dwelling in the regions of 
Utah, Colorado, Arizona and Nevada? 


"J. C. Sumner and William H. Dunn are 


my boatmen in the 'Emma Dean;' then 
follows 'Kitty Clyd's Sister,' manned by 
W. H. Powell and G. Y. Bradley; next, the 
'No Name,' with 0. G. Howland, Seneca 
Howland, and Frank Goodman; and last 
comes the 'Maid of the Canyon,' with W. 
R. Hawkins and Andrew Hall." 


Of this brawny crew only six would 


make the journey's end. Constant dun- 
kings and sheer terror brought on by the 
swirling, rock-studded river dampened 
Goodman's enthusiasm and he left the 
party within a month. 


Skeptical Indians along the way told 


Powell sections of the river could not be 
run. "Water heap catch'em," the Indians 
said. 


And an old Indian named Pariats told 


the explorers of the fate of a member of 
his tribe who attempted the river 


Powell records the account: 
'"The rocks', he said, holding his hands 


above his head, his arms vertical, and 
looking between them to the heavens, "The 
rocks h-e-a-t, h-e-a-p high; the water go 
h-oo-woogh, h-oowoogh; water-pony h-e-a-p 


buck; water catch'em; no see'em Injun 
any more- No aee'm squaw any more! No 
see'em papoose any more!"' 


By the end of the first month the ex- 


pedition had mapped about 300 miles of 
the Green River. They had sailed through 
the rapids of Flaming Gorge, Canyon of 
Lodlore, Whirlpool Canyon up to Split 
Mountain in eastern Utah. 


On June 9 the "No Name" was wrecked 


and shattered into pieces at a 12-foot wa- 
terfall Powell was to name Disaster Falls. 
A thousand pounds of supplies were lost to 
the river. 


But the men continued. They wound 


through desolation and labyrinthine can- 
yons across the rapids, pulling the boats 
over Whitewater too rugged to ride. 


Late in the afternoon of July 17 "the 


water becomes swift and our boats make 
great speed," Powell wrote. "An hour of 
this rapid running brings us to the junc- 
tion of the Grand and Green, the foot 
of Stillwater Canyon, as we have named 
it. These streams unite in solemn depth, 
more than 1,200 feet below the general 
surface of the country." 


This confluence of the Green and Colo- 


rado rivers awed the expedition, and Pow- 
ell noted in his daily log: 


"Ten thousand strangely carved forms 
. . . a whole land of naked rock with giant 
forms carved on it; cliffs that cannot be 
scaled and canyon walls that shrink the 
river into insignificance with vast, hollow 
domes, and tall pinnacles and shafts set 
domes, and tall pinnacles and shafts set 
on the verge overhead ..." 


On the group sailed down the mighty 


Colorado, past the junction of the San 
Juan River, through colorful Glen Canyon 
and into the mouth of the untamed Grand 
Canyon. 


August 13, and Powell wrote of the ap- 


proaching ride through the roaring Grand 
Canyon. "We are now ready to start our 
way down the great unknown," he said. 


"What falls there are, we know not; 


what rocks beset the channel, we know 
not; what walls rise over the river, we 
know not." 


The frantic, bone-jarring ride was made 


through the roaring canyon and by August

Rising labor, tax 
and insurance costs have added further to 
the cost of a house 


—Tight monpv. a government-created 


factor to cool the economy and curb in- 
flation, has catapulted certain loan costs 
to record levels. 


The National Association of Home Build- 


ers 'NAHB) estimates increases m lum- 
ber and plywood prices have added about 
II.200 to the cost of a $25,000 borne in the 
past year 


The Federal Home Loan Bank reports 


the national average effective 
interest 


rate on conventional new-home loans at 
739 per cent, the highest ever and up 


from 6 62 per cent a year ago 


Digging deeper 
into his pocket, the 


buyer of a new home will have monthly 
payments 25 per cent higher than he 
would have paid a year ago for the same 
home, according to Advance Mortgage 
Corp. 


A pent-up demand for housing sent lum- 


ber and plywood prices skyrocketing late 
last year. The price of quarter-inch interi- 
orgrade plywood soared to $144 a thousand 
square feet in late February from $76 a 
year earlier 


As buyers began backing off, a major 


Oregon producer made several price cuts. 
Banks boosted lending rates. In short or- 
der, the bottom fell out of the plywood 
market in late February. 


A score of Oregon and Washington ply- 


wood mills, many unable to make money 
by processing high-cost logs, are shut 
down to wait out uncertain market condi- 
tions 


At the height of the price spirals, hear- 


ings were held by two congressional sub- 
committees, President Nixon stepped in, 
and an investigation was demanded by 
Housing and Urban Development Secre- 
tary George 
Romney and the Associ- 


ation of General Contractors of America. 


Nixon directed the federal government 


to make an additional 1.1 billion board 
feet of public timber available to private 
industry. 
He 
also ordered the Penta- 


gon to keep its lumber purchases to • 
minimum and told the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to take action to re- 
lieve the shortage of boxcars used to ship 
lumber from the Pacific Northwest. 


The forest products industry, already hit 


by loss of markets to competing mate- 
rials, has deplored the situation and 
blamed the federal government for the 
chronic shortage of logs. (About 60 per 
cent of the nation's softwood timber is on 
federal lands.) 


"At the root of the overall problem," 


says the NFPA, "is an 
unnecessarily 


restricted supply of softwood timber avail- 
able for manufacture into finished prod- 
ucts. 


"This condition has developed over a pe- 


riod of years as the result of policies of 
the federal government in the adminis- 
tration of its commercial forest lands 
which have resulted in the withholding of 
mature timber from harvest." 


The trade association contends the 


amount of timber the Forest Service an- 
nually allows to be cut could be hiked in 
many areas "without drawing from the 
nation's future timber supply." Some con- 
s e r v a t i o n g r o u p s , including the 
70,000 member Sierra Club, disagree bit- 
terly. 


Gordon Robinson, forestry consultant to 


the Sierra Club, said any such increase 
poses a threat to conservation. 


"We must not sacrifice the forest envi- 


ronment by reducing the standards of 
their management only to build more sub- 
urban sprawl," he said. 


Robinson said that, instead of cutting 


more trees, the nation should turn to wood 
substitutes to make up for lumber and 
plywood shortages. 


And that's just what worries the forest 


products .industry.

exclaimed, "Vender's an Indian in the 


But upon approaching closer 
the explorers found the "Indians" were 
Mormon fishermen. The settlements of St. 
Joseph and St. Thomas were nearby. 


The journey was over! 
In the weeks and years that followed. 


Powell and his crew were hailed from 
coast to coast for their feats and for the 
scientific information gathered during the 
three-month expedition. 
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college, many of today's students have 
passed the stage of merely learning some- 
thing.

parents of the students. 


Students, of course, will hoot at this as- 


sertion. Students insist on putting down 
their parents as hopelessly square, ex- 
cessively materialistic and hung up on 
middle-class morality. 


In short, students are unwilling to con- 


cede that anything good might come from 
their parents. 


Yet the evidence is clear: No other gen- 


eration in history has begotten offspring 
who were ready to run large universities 
at the age of 20. 


If my generation is as retarded as stu- 


dents and psychologists who write articles 
for household magazines contend, then 
how were we able to sire such brilliant 
precocious children? 


I submit that no generation capable of 


propagating today's college students can 
be all bad.

Harry Briggs, Jr., was 13 and attended 


an all-Negro school in Summerton, S.C., in 
1954. A few years before, his father signed 
a petition for better school buses, text- 
books and playground equipment for the 
Scott's Branch School, a 12-room wooden 
structure that accommodated 12 grades of 
Negro children. 


Young Briggs. the oldest of five chil- 


dren, never got to attend school with 
whites in South Carolina. He felt impelled 
to leave the state because of his role in 
the case. With some bitterness. Briggs 
says his father lost his job as a service 
station attendant and that he. as a boy. 
lost most of his friends and his newspaper 
route because of the decision. 


"I got a lot of warnings. They tried to 


scare me off. They used to tease me. 
That's about all." he told UPI. 


In 1959, when he was 18, Briggs went to 


New York, got a job as a dishwasher and 
worked his way up to short-order cook at 
a 42nd street 5-and-10 cents store. He mar- 
ried Marie Smith in 1963. Things didn't go 
well at first. 


In 1964 on the 105th anniversary of the 


Brown decision Briggs went to a banquet 
sponsored by the NAACP Legal Defense 
and Educational Fund. But he had little to 
celebrate. 


He was living in an aged tenement on 


East 141st Street in the Bronx, in one of 
the worst ghettos in the city. He was 
unemployed after a series of jobs as a 
carwasher, dishwasher, short-order cook, 
parking attendant and service 
station 


man. Marie was expecting a baby. 


Things since have changed for the bet- 


ter. The Briggs have moved to a better 
apartment. They have two daughters, 
Patricia, 5, and Audra, 2. He is part own- 
er of a tiny Harlem grocery store, and he 
works 15 hours a day to keep it going. 


"Things have been going pretty good," 


he said. "Now my daughter is going to 
school—to P.S. 2 here in the neighbor- 
hood." 


The Briggs have high hopes for Patri- 


cia. "She catches on real fast to her 
ABC's and her numbers," Mrs. Briggs 
said. 


The enrollment at P.S. 2 is composed of 


363 whites, 117 Negroes and 548 Puerto Ri- 
cans, according to the U.S. Office of Edu- 
cation. 


"I think what I was involved in (in 1954) 


was just the start," Briggs said. "I came 
up here because there is better opportuni- 
ty here (than in South Carolina), but 
things are better down there, too. Let's 
face it, you can't have all-black and you 
can't have all-white. We've all got to live 
together. It will work out." 


Dorothy Davis was 17 when school seg- 


regation was declared 
unconstitutional. 


Three years before, in 1951, she partici- 
pated in a student strike at the R.R. Mo- 
to:i High School in Prince Edward County, 
Va. 


"We decided, in order to get equal facil-

The new simplification was announced 


this week by IRS Commissioner Randolph 
W. Thrower, who is known far and wide 
as "big-hearted Randy." 


This is what comes of having a patron- 


age system. Every time the adminis- 
tration changes hands, we get a new IRS 
commissioner, and every time we get a 
new IRS commissioner, he is seized by an 
uncontrollable urge to simplify the tax 
form. 


An IRS commissioner has a rather 


anonymous job and that is about the only 
way he can get his name in the papers. 


Fortunately, the tax form usually under- 


goes only one simplification per commis- 
sioner. By the time a commissioner has 
been in office a year or so, he learns to let 
bad enough alone. 


This helps preserve what is left of the 


mental health of the nation. If the form 
were simplified every year, we would all 
be driven up the wall. 


One thing you can count on in tax form 


simplification 
is perfect timing. The 


change invariably takes place at the time 
when, after two or three years total bewil- 


derment, we are finally beginning to get 
the old form figured out. 


T h e process is predictable. 
Sim- 


plification means the IRS removes five 
lines from last year's form and adds 10 
pages to the instruction booklet. 


The rule of thumb is: The more sim- 


plified the tax form, the more complicated 
the instruction booklet. 


If Thrower really wants to perform a 


public service, he should leave the tax 
form as is and publish a pampheit that 
explains the instructions. 


There is, of course, a bit of psychology 


involved in the simplification movement. 
It has to 
do 
with 
keeping 
the tax- 


payers in the proper frame of mind. 


Experience has shown that the best way 


to minimize squawking about the amount 
of taxes being paid is to provide the tax- 
payer with a simplified tax form. 


By the time he gets it completed, which 


may be a matter of several weeks, he is 
so relieved that the actual forking over of 
the cash is almost a pleasure. 


As the old saying goes, "It isn't the 


money I mind, it's the simplicity."

Reid, 32, a practical nurse at Creedmore 
State Hospital in Queens, N.Y., and a 
part-time student at New York City Com- 
munity College studying to become a reg- 
istered nurse. She is the mother of two 
children, Renee, 4, and Charles, 10. 


Charles is in the 5th grade at Public 


School 160 in Queens and Renee will begin 
kindergarten there in September. This 
school has a total enrollment of 715 stu- 
dents, of which 47 are Negroes and more 
than 600 are white. 


Asked whether there had been progress 


since the Supreme Court decision, Mrs.

On the 
way, she passed three all-white schools. 
Ethel Belton has a bad heart. 


"I had open heart surgery in 1961," she 


said in a telephone interview. "This car- 
diac condition was one of the reasons my 
mother tried so hard to get me into a 
school that was closer. I wasn't a very 
well child and I had to walk so far. I 
didn't worry about it, but my mother 
did." 


Now Ethel Louise Belton is Mrs. Wil- 


liam Brown, 32, an educational secretary 
at an elementary school, and the mother 
of three children, Andreia, 
12, Billy 


Jr., 10, and Brigitte, 9. All three children 
attend the Richardson Park School just 
outside of Wilmington. 


How are race relations in Wilmington? 
"Well, I wouldn't say that things are ex- 


actly as they should be. My children have 
been adjusting very well. They go to a 
school with about 1,200 whites and there's 
only about 11 or 12 Negro students in the 
school. There have been a few incidents, 
but on the whole they have gotten along 
very well with their teachers and their 
peers.

Agnew's peculiar problem is trying to 


catch up with the Cabinet members and 
the Supreme Court justices who rank be- 
low him everywhere except at the deposit 
window of the bank.

The Roselle Village Board will decide 


Monday on one or more police department 
resignations which immediately followed a 
village board vote Tuesday to keep Lester 
Sola as police chief. 


Resignations from Cpl. Stu Remus and 


radio operator Mrs. Grace Jacobs were 
submitted to Village Pres. Robert Prantz. 


Frantz said Friday Mrs. Jacobs appar- 


ently has asked to retract her resignation. 


Sola said he expects one or two more 


resignations and, in fact, wants them. He 
said Tuesday he would dismiss certain 
people if they didn't resign. 


"I WAS ASKED BY Frantz Wednesday 


night to allow Mrs. Jacobs back on the 
job," he said, "after Frantz told me he 
had agreement from several trustees. I 
don't want either of them back." 


Frantz said Friday that Sola couldn't 


dismiss or fire anyone because it had to 
be done by the village president and con- 
curred with by the village board. This was 
confirmed Tuesday night, he added. 


Kenneth Kummer, and chairman of the 


police committee trustee, told the Register 
Firday that he was trying to stick to the 
issues in this entire matter. 


He added he wanted any further actions 


to come from the entire board and not in 
midnight calls. 


"The attempted firing of Sola and the 


whole business has many undercurrents 
which I am having a hard time staying 
out of," he said. 


"If Mrs. Jacobs wants her job back, I 


feel some explanation of why she sub- 
mitted a resignation should be presented 
to the board." 


MRS. 
JACOBS TOLD the Register she 


only wanted her job back to see how 
things would work out. She said she 
doubted whether Sola could fire her. 


Remus said his reasons for resigning 


were: 


—Unsure policy within the department 


because "Sola kept changing his mind"; 


—Unfair practices by Sola, like "selling 


out" the men to the village board; and 


—Not wanting to continue to work under 


someone "with Sola's attitudes." 


Sola said he would have fired both Mrs. 


Jacobs and Remus. 


Mrs. Jacobs charged Sola didn't let his 


men know where he stood on policies. She 
also charged he lacked 
administrative 


qualifications. 


"The entire matter smells of political 


overtones right down the line," she said. 


Frantz said Tuesday night and repeated 


Friday that he was sure the trustees who 
voted against firing Sola did it for political 
reasons.

lives. They are answerable to the public 
for their every action. The teacher was 
then warned that another "scandalous ac- 
tion" would cost her a job.

visitor, but her roommate's visitor.

research — zoning in the area, Kirkland's 
evaluation doesn't hold. 


The zoning board was acting on the 


basis of testimony on Oct. 21 that single- 
family residential would be the highest 
and best use of the land involved. 


Shortly afterward, the village board ap- 


proved a master plan map that showed 
the area to be single-family residential, on 
both sides and immediately adjacent to 
the limited access expressway. 


Pahl commented that the zoning board's

trustee disagreed. 


EUGENE KEITH contended that be- 


cause of the placement of 1-90, the area 
involved might be zoned for office and re- 
search or Ipanned unit development. 


Keith, a member of the village board's 


Judiciary, 
Planning and Zoning Com- 


mittee, noted that a proposed zoning map, 
hanging in Pahl's village office, shows the 
area in question planned for office and re- 
search. 


Does this include the Zizzo property? 
"I'd have to look at the map to be 


sure," Keith said, "but I think it might." 


The trustee also maintained that the vil- 


lage has received an annexation request 
involving the property to be sliced by 1-90. 
The request specifies planned unit devel- 
opment for the area. 


"The ideal situation would be for office 


and research along 1-90," Keith said, "and 
I'd like to see it developed on that basis." 
But, he said, the landowner is seeking an- 
nexation and the development of high- 
rise and stuff." 


ZIZZO, AT A zoning board hearing last 


October, maintained that the western por- 
tion of Devon Avenue was ripe for multi- 
family and other forms of lower zoning 
because of 1-90. 


If the village does establish high density 


or extremely light industrial — office and 
research — zoning in the area, Kirkland's 
evaluation doesn't hold. 


The zoning board was acting on the 


basis of testimony on Oct 21 that single- 
family residential would be the highest 
and best use of the land involved. 


Shortly afterward, the village board ap- 


proved a master plan map that showed 
the area to be single-family residential, on 
both sides and immediately adjacent to 
the limited access expressway. 


Pahl commented that the zoning board's 


decision to recommend against multi-fam- 
ily was "very responsive to the needs of 
Elk Grove Village." He said the board 
"took to heart our presentation, and used 
their usual fine judgment" in reaching the 
recommendation. 


ALSO OPPOSED to the multi-family 


was the Village of Itasca, which also filed 
formal objection to the zoning board.

International, the John Birch Society is 
operating in at least 27 states to abolish 
sex education in the schools UPI quotes 
the National Education Association as its 
source on the involvement of the Birchers 
in the program. 


The NEA's Paul Putnam said in an in- 


terview the Birch Society is using a front 
group called the Movement to Restore De- 
cency (MOTOREDE) "to attack sex edu- 
cation in the schools on grounds that Com- 
munists are behind the programs." 


IN RECENT presentations by members 


of MOTOREDE in Dist. 59 schools, the 
link with the Birch Society was openly ac- 
knowledged. Local members of the society 
presented material although membership 
in MOTOREDE is not limited to Birch 
members. 


Local activities against sex education 


has centered 
around 
Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove's Dist 21 and Dist. 59 schools in 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village. 


Much of the MOTOREDE presentation 


before the Dist. 59 school board Monday 
night was handled by Robert Ober, 115 
Fern Drive, Mount Prospect, area chair- 
man of the John Birch Society. 


According to UPI, U.S. Education Comr. 


James E. Allen, former education com- 
missioner in New York state, said he is 
award of the anti-sex education activities. 


"We saw it in New York," he said, "We 


saw people coming around witb literature 
— some of it the filthiest you have ever 
seen — saying it will be used in school." 


A JOHN BIRCH Society spokesman ac- 


knowledged the connection between the 
society and the Movement to Restore De- 
cency, but denied that any of its members 
had used improper tactics. 


"There is no real secret about our pro- 


moting the movement," said Reed Ben- 
son, the society's spokesman on the mat- 
ter "One of the first major projects of 
that movement is to get sex education out 
of the schools and into the homes where it 
belongs." 


In a related development Wednesday, 


the U.S. Catholic Conference announced 
that it has established a task force on sex 
education to develop teaching methods 
and materials to enable parents to supple- 
ment in the home the sex education given 
their children in Catholic schools. 


A SPOKESMAN said one third of the 


nation's dioceses include sex education in 
their parochial programs. 


In an interview with UPI, Commissioner 


Allen said, "there has been an effort to 
mislead the people about what the schools 
are doing. The advice we've been giving 
his this: Sex education is essential. It's 
part of health and family living." 


The NEA official said an "organized at- 


tack" on sex education is underway in at 
least 27 states. The film shown to Dist. 59

SIECUS, the Sex Education Information 
Council of the United States, as an organi- 
zation infiltrated by Communists. The 
filmstrip alledged that Dr. Isadore Rubin, 
among others, were accused 
of being 


Communists "in sworn testimony before 
the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities." 


DR. RUBIN and others mentioned in the 


film also are involved in the writing of sex 
information texts and in a magazine, 
"Sexology" which the MOTOREDE repre- 
sentatives characterize as pornographic. 


In a brief confrontation between local 


Birch chairman Oberg and Dist. 59 Supt. 
Donald Thomas, Oberg asked if the school 
board endorsed sex education in the 
schools. Thomas and some board mem- 
bers maintained that SIECUS material is 
not in use in Dist. 59 and that the sex 
education now in use in the schools is up- 
dated and revised at least once a year. 


The local MOTOREDE committee asked 


that a meeting between their representa- 
tives and members of the district's family 
living curriculum committee meet in open 
session soon. 


ATTENDING THE Dist. 59 board meet- 


ing this week in addition to Oberg were 
Mrs. Maria Dowd, Elk Grove Village, a 
co-chapter leader for the Birch Society 
and others who have close ties with the 
society. 


The filmstrip presented by the MOTO- 


REDE members was produced in part by 
Harry Brandler of Highland Park, a full 
time coordinator of the John Birch 
Society. 


According to Cook County Zoning Board 


of Appeals Member James Kirkland, the 
county board of supervisors will hear a 
recommendation June 2 against a multi- 
family zoning request by Joseph Zizzo. 


The Zizzo property, on the north side of 


Devon Avenue at Bisner Road, is cur- 
rently 
zoned single-family 
residential. 


And, according to Kirkland, Cook County's 
zoning board thinks it should stay that 
way. 


The argument offered for rejecting the 


Zizzo petition is that "it would change the 
character of the area away from single- 
family residential." 


But indications are growing that the 


days of single-family zoning are limited in 
the unincorporated area west of Elk 
Grove Village and east of Illinois Rt. 53. 


While Village Pres. Jack Pahl main- 


tained yesterday that the area will be 
single-family, as shown on the current vil- 
lage master plan, at least one v'Jlage 
trustee disagreed. 


EUGENE KEITH contended that be- 


cause of the placement of 1-90, the area 
involved might be zoned for office and re- 
search or Ipanned unit development. 


Keith, a member of the village board's 


Judiciary, 
Planning and Zoning Com- 


mittee, noted that a proposed zoning map, 
hanging in Pahl's village office, shows the 
area in question planned for office and re- 
search. 


Does this include the Zizzo property? 
"I'd have to look at the map to be 


sure," Keith said, "but I think it might." 


The trustee also maintained that the vil- 


lage has received an annexation request 
involving the property to be sliced by 1-90. 
The request specifies planned unit devel- 
opment for the area. 


"The ideal situation would be for office 


and research along 1-90," Keith said, "and 
I'd like to see it developed on that basis." 
But, he said, the landowner is seeking an- 
nexation and the development of high- 
rise and stuff." 


ZIZZO, AT A zoning board hearing last 


October, maintained that the western por- 
tion of Devon Avenue was ripe for multi- 
family and other forms of lower zoning 
because of 1-90. 


If the village does establish high density 


or extremely light industrial — office and 
research — zoning in the area, Kirk]and's 
evaluation doesn't hold. 


The zoning board was acting on the 


basis of testimony on Oct. 21 that single- 
family residential would be the highest 
and best use of the land involved. 


Shortly afterward, the village board ap- 


proved a master plan map that showed 
the area to be single-family residential, on 
both sides and immediately adjacent to 
the limited access expressway. 


Pahl commented that the zoning board's 


decision to recommend against multi-fam- 
ily was "very responsive to the needs of 
Elk Grove Village." He said the board 
"took to heart our presentation, and used 
their usual fine judgment" in reaching the 
recommendation. 


ALSO OPPOSED to the multi-family 


was the Village of Itasca, which also filed 
formal objection to the zoning board.

Washington, D.C., where both Percy and 
Rumsfeld told him they will not get in- 
volved in the district campaign. But the 
visit was "very encouraging," Marks said. 


He related he visited the state depart- 


ment and departments of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development, and Interior and Com- 
merce, in addition to the Republican na- 
tional committee offices. 


"I'm hopeful of getting on the Govern- 


ment Operations Committee," Marks said, 
predicting his victory.

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Pilot Learning Plan Ups Grades 17 Per cent 


by GERRY DcZONNA 


Children can be school teachers, too. 
Boys and girls from the sixth-grade 


classes at the Dist. 26 Feehanville school 
in Mount Prospect participated in a pilot 
project to help "alow learners" in kinder- 
garten. 


"A student tutoring program has never 


been used before in our school district." 
said Miss Cody Sweet, kindergarten teach- 
er and educational researcher who was re- 
sponsible for the project. "The program 
was so successful that I hope it can be 
continued and developed in the school. 


"There is a great need for more ex- 


perimentation in the schools. Teachers 
aren't improving their teaching methods, 
developing new ideas, or exploring differ- 
ent possibilities for solving learning prob- 
lems in the classroom 


"THE TEACHER can make the teach- 


ing and learning experience creative and 
inciting, but so many teachers get into a 


rut and get bored by the day-to-day class- 
room situation." 
Miss Sweet designed a student tutoring 
need for individualized teaching instruc- 
tion in the schools and that some students, 
the "slow learners," require special atten- 
tion that cannot be given in the classroom. 


To supplement the needs of the "slow 


learners" in her kindergarten classes, 
Miss Sweet designed a student turoring 
project aimed at closing the gap between 
the "slow" and the "fast" learners. 


"I had children in my classes with 


learning disabilities. They required extra 
help to develop their learning skills, and I 
thought that a student tutoring project 
would help my slow learners as well as 
benefit the student-teachers. 


"IK LEARNING disabilities and prob- 


lems are not solved at this age, these 
same problems will be carried throughout 


the student's entire life in school. This is 
part of the reason why some children nev- 
er like school and enjoy learning." 


Miss Sweet selected 18 sixth-grade stu- 


dents and 22 kindergarteners to partici- 
pate in the project. The tutors were cho- 
sen on the basis of their interest in 
the teaching profession, children on the 
kindergarten level, and problem solving. 


The kindergarten children were chosen 


on the basis of their need and accept- 
ability for receiving individualized instruc- 
tion. "Some parents wouldn't admit that 
their children needed special help," Miss 
Sweet said. "This is a rather selfish pa- 
rental attitude, but some parents wouldn't 
accept the fact that their children were 
slow learners. 


"BUT MOST OF THE parents were co- 


operative, if I was successful in con- 
vincing them that their children needed

toring sessions were held in the morning 
before school and during the recess period 
after lunch. The tutors didn't miss any of 
their classes or were they asked to sacri- 
fice after-school playtime or social activi- 
ties. 


Prior to the project, Miss Sweet taught 


the students some of the basic teaching 
methods used in working with kindergar- 
ten children. "We discussed the character- 
istics of 5-year-olds such as their short at- 
tention span and great imagination plus 
the instruction materials to be used which 
included flash cards and charts." 


The student teachers concentrated on 


three learning levels: Auditory, visual and 
motor. The exercises were designed to de- 
velop reading readiness and physical and 
mental coordination. 


AFTER THE COMPLETION of the six- 


week project, Miss Sweet evaluated the 
program as "very successful and satis- 
fying," and the students participating in 
the project gave their stamp of approval. 


"Individualized instruction was exactly 


what my kindergarten children needed to 
improve their learning habits and develop 
their classroom skills. The project helped 
them tremendously. 


"And the project helped the sixth-gra- 


ders equally as much. Their own grades 
improved 17 per cent, and they view 
teachers from a different vantage point, 


respecting the job of the educator.

most a million members. Having its head- 
quarters in Bensenvjlle would bring Lions 
Club members 
from foreign 
countries, 


along with added business, sales tax reve- 
nue and prestige. Varble said. 


Mohawk Country Club would be the 


ideal location for the Lions to relocate, 
asserted Varble, president-elect of the lo- 
cal Lions Club. 


Lions International sold its Michigan 


Avenue headquarters several months ago 
and is looking for a new home. Houston 
and Japan have been eyed by leaders, but 
it appears now they will locate in the met- 
ropolitan 
Chicago 
area, 
according 
to 


Varble. 


VARBLE SAID HE made a presentation 


to delegates at the Illinois convention in 
Chicago last weekend in an attempt to sell 
Bensenville as the future headquarters. 


Delegates recommended that the head- 


quarters move to suburban Cook County, 
Varble said. 


The Lions International convention, at 


which a decision may or may not be 
made, is scheduled July 2 through 5 in 
Tokyo. 


•We're fighting Oak Brook and Marriott 


Hotel," Varble told members of the Ben- 
senville Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry. 


"We're at least 65 to 75 per cent ahead 


of everybody else," he added. "We may 
lose; I don't know; but we're front-run- 
ners at the present time." 


Varble said Bensenville's proximity to 


O'Hare International Airport makes it a 
logical site for an organization which has 
members from all over the world. 


ASKED WHAT HOTEL and motel ac- 


commodations Bensenville had to offer, 
Varble said he was confident there are 
enough in the area. Living quarters in- 
clude the Holiday Inns in Elmhurst, Elk 
Grove Village, Glen EUyn, the Drake Oak 
Brook, and several motels on the Mann- 
heim Road strip. 


Trustee William Hegebarth later said 


plans have been formulated for a motel in 
the village. Hegebarth is chairman of the 
village's planning and development com- 
mittee.

headquarters, Varble said.

Livingston of Northbrook, asks that if the 
court does not enjoin state officials from 
preparing for the elections, it could de- 
clare the rights of various parts of the 
case. 


The next step is for the court to order 


the secretary of state, state auditor and 
state electoral board to show cause why 
they should not be enjoined as requested. 
The court also could ask further argu- 
ments by both sides. 


Voters approved a call for a con- 


stitutional convention on Nov. 5. Legisla- 
tion now sets Sept. 23 for a primary dele- 
gate election and Nov. 18 for a run-off. 
Following a predicted eight-month session, 
a new constitution is to be presented to 
the public in a referendum.

IT HAPPENS TO most men. 
There are those nights when you wake 


up and wonder just what you're doing in 
life. You lie there and think about it. 


As sportswriters. just what are we ac- 


complishing? 


In the overall pic.^re of Ife. so what if 


some guy hits a home run in the last in- 
ning to win • game? So what if a halfback 
scores three touchdowns or some 6-foot-9 
kid throws in 43 points' 


What does it really mean? 
We've been a part of this newspaper 


profession (or 1? jears. It on a full-time 
basis, and admittedly have asked our- 
self that question many times. 
What does it really mean? What are we 


accomplishing in what some people call 
the fun and games department of a news- 
paper' 


It's easy to sense a person's self doubts 


and a veteran sports editor in Champaign- 
I'rbana. a man whom we respected as 
much as anyone in the profession, once 
explained to us that we ARE contributing, 
we ARE doing something useful. 


"I used to wonder about what I was 


doing." he said "But just think of the 
people who read our stories and others in 
the paper. Think of the enjoyment they 
might get from them. It might only be a 
posing thine, but for a moment, for an 
instant, maybe you've lightened their 
load" 


In our troubled limes sports remain a 


point of reference In the newspaper, 
something to keep things in balance — 
something the people can still under- 
stand as cities burn in riots, as students 
« t o r m administration buildings, as 
young men die In battle in Viet Nam. 
Two summers ago Detroit was a city in 


trouble Riots spread throughout the city, 
but sportswnters were ordered by the 
publishers not to write even a single line 
about what was happening in the streets. 


The writers felt inept, they felt as deep- 


ly as anyone else about what was happen- 
ing in Detroit, but they couldn't say any- 
thing. But they understood the boss' posi- 
tion It was the best way to help a terrible 
situation, that point of reference in the 
newspaper, giving the readers something 
they could still understand. 


The people couldn't understand why 


homes were being burned down and store 
windows smashed in Detroit, but they 
could understand why those Tigers were 
winning or Irving, why Al Kaline was in a 
slump or Willie Morton was spraying those 
line drives off the walls. 


Detroit, a troubled city two summers 


ago. was relatively free of any disorders 
last year as the entire city rallied behind 
the Tigers in their drive to the American 
League pennant Officials emphasized that 
the attraction of the pennant-bound Tigers 
helped keep the calm in the city. 


Sports play a vital part in our lives. 
Someone once said that be reads the 


sports pages first every morning be- 
cause they tell the story of man's ac- 
complishment: the front pages far too 
often relate the story of man's failures. 
Organized sports and the men who re- 


port them have made tremendous ad- 
vances in social acceptance since the turn 
of the century. 


There was a time when professional ath- 


letes were considered little more than 
hoodlums, and the men who wrote about 
thorn moved in a world unto themselves. 


The writers spoke a language of their 


own. sometimes engaged in questionable 
occupations on the side, and in general 
were a breed to be avoided. 


Today, there is complete social ac- 


ceptance of sports, and the sports page 
creates possibly more universal interest 
than any other part in the modern news- 
paper. 
Sports is one of the great balance 


wheels in our society. It is one of the rea- 
sons why we have such a great society. 


We live in a demanding world. That's 


obvious. But sports is a way of keeping 
things in balance — an outlet from the 
pressures of everyday living. 


In this context, sports are good, and this 


business of coverings sports remains as 
fascinating and rewarding today as it was 
17 years ago. 


Just what are we accomplishing'' 
In this business we are trying to bring 


some light, however slight, into the lives 
of others.

IN ANY EXAMINATION of our profes- 


sion, a question repeatedly comes up at 
this time of the school year 


What does the athlete owe the sports* ri- 


ter, those who have followed him closely 
and written much about him? 


The athlete owes the writer the same as 


the writer owes the athlete, which is ex- 
actly nothing. A sportswriter can have an 
influence on an individual athlete or on a 
team, but he doesn't make the athlete fa- 
mous. 


Those athletes who get the most pub- 


licity earn It by the way they play. They 
are so good we can't help writing a 
great deal about them. There is no other 
choice. 
Although vse are limited now in our ac- 


tual personal coverage of sports events 
b e c a u s e of increasing administrative 
duties, we still remember those times in 
past years when a father came along and 
said, "Thanks for everything you did for 
my son " 


We appreciated the man's obvious sin- 


cerity and whon we were just starting out 
in the business, we took what he said to 
heart. We believed it. We believed we 
really did help that youngster. 


Not any more. We know better. We 


thank the father for mentioning it, but we 
have to add something. 


You have to tell dad that whatever the 


boy did. he did himself, with the help of 
his people at home and with the help of 
his coach. 
No sportswriter ever threw a block for a 


halfback, set up a screen for a shooter in 
basketball, pushed a half-miler into the 
low l:50s. or put a new wrinkle on a pitch- 
er's fast ball 


The sportswnters write about all these 


things, but we don't have any more to do 
with what happened than the guy who 
takes the tickets. 


When a proud father comes up and 


says, "Thanks for what you did for my 
son," we can only say, "Your son did it 
himself. It was a pleasure to watch him 
perform and write about it."

Tennis Action Begins Today

If at first you don't succeed . . . 
Ever since Arlington entered the Mid- 


Suburban League in the fall of 1966, the 
Cardinal Red and White has ruled with 
ease the MSL tennis scene, capturing the 
conference net title in both 1966-67 and 
1967-68. And this afternoon and tomorrow 
at Wheeling, Coach Tom Pitchford's Cards 
will be shooting for their third straight 
loop title by ruling the conference meet. 


So it's little wonder that the rest of the 


MSL has adopted the motto: "If at first 
you don't succeed, try, try again." For 
three years, Arlington's conference oppo- 
nents have tried in vain to stop the Cards 
in MSL dual meet competition; for three 
years the Cards have shrugged off all con- 
tenders. For two years the Cards have fol- 
lowed up their successful dual meet 
record by also copping the conference 
meet title; today and tomorrow the other 
nine net squads in the MSL will be trying, 
trying again — for the third time — to end 
Arlington's dominance of the conference. 


But it's an almost hopeless task. 


Final league standings are figured on 


dual meet-conference meet results, and 
the Cards come into the league finale own- 
ing a perfect 9-0 dual meet record against 
MSL competition, worth a total of 53 out 
of a possible 54 points. In order for second 
place Forest View or third place Hersey 
to have a shot at the league title, their 
netmen must go through the two days of 
competition without a loss while other 
schools are knocking off the Cards. 


Making the chore doubly difficult is the 


fact that all five Arlington entries in the 
meet — three singles players and two 
doubles units — will be getting a bye in 
the first round today. If those five then go 
on to win their first matches of the meet 
in the second round, Arlington will have 
added ten more points to their dual total 
of 53. 


And 63 points will be enough to clinch 


the conference crown, since runner-up 
Forest View now has a total of 42 points 
and the most the Falcons can claim in the 
conference meet — if all five entries win 
their titles — is 20 more points, each win 
worth one point. That would give Forest 


View a total of 62 points, one short of Ar- 
lington. 


Arlington's first singles man Greg Har- 


ris has been seeded second to Hersey's 
Mike McLean, the only MSL opponent 
Harris has lost to this year. But the other 
four Card entries are seeded first' Ken 
Jorgensen at second singles; Bob Crockett 
at third singles; Paul Stevens and Bill 
Stelling at first doubles; and Rob Baer 
and Scott McKay at second doubles. All 
have been undefeated in MSL tennis ac- 
tion this year. 


If upsets are in the making, then, they 


should come at the individual level. Be- 
sides Hersey's McLean, there are other 
fine players in the conference who could 
spring a surprise on someone. 


Leading the list is Prospect's Dave 


Johnson, who beat out McLean in the dis- 
trict three weeks ago after falling to the 
Huskie ace in a conference dual earlier in 
the meet. The Knights also have solid 
doubles combinations in Chris Sales-Mike 
Wells and Kevin Macintosh-Jim Witt. For- 
est View's strength lies in Don Martin and 


Scott Vaughn in singles and Mike Kinne- 
man-Bill Joyce and Kurt Bucholtz-Dick 
Martin at doubles.

"When a teenager gets in trouble, the 


root of the trouble is found in drugs, sex, 
or liquor," Edwin L. Douglas, DuPage 
County public defender, said recently. 


Douglas said increases in teen drug 


abuse have required him to assign a 
member of his staff to handle narcotics 
cases on a full-time basis. 


Recent Supreme Court decisions have 


had an effect on his office by also adding 
to the work load The decisions have in- 
creased duties because an attorney has to 
be appointed to represent juveniles. 


Douglas discussed drug abuse, court de- 


cisions and increased violence with two 
DuPage County organizations earlier this 
month 


Supreme Court decisions have had an 


effect on DuPage County juries, too, he 
said 


"CONTRARY TO WHAT people think," 


he said, "recent decisions have been 
bringing a higher rate of convictions be- 
cause juries are reacting to these deci- 


sions." The reaction may be one of decid- 
ing on the truth, not the technicalities, he 
added. 


He said discussion with lawyers and 


judges in DuPage County indicate they 
agree with his observation on jury reac- 
tion. 


"Only analysis by future generations 


will provide a satisfactory explanation of 
the increased violence our society is ex- 
periencing today." 


Partial blame goes to the news media, 


he said, for the increased violence. He 
added he thought the media magnified the 
problems out of proportion, 


"When Tom Paine ran a hand press the 


•news media had to be protected," he said, 
"but nowadays the press is more powerful 
than the government and should have 
strict, self-imposed standards." 


Douglas referred specifically to cov- 


erage of riots and marches when wagging 
his finger at the press.

Sex Glass Attack National 


Local efforts by the John Birch Society 


to protest the teaching of sex education in 
suburban schools are part of i nation-wide 
program by the society. 


According to a report from United Press 


International, the John Birch Society is 
operating in at least 27 states to abolish 
sex education in the schools. UPI quotes 
the National Education Association as its 
source on the involvement of the Birchers 
in the program. 


The NEA's Paul Putnam said in an in- 


terview the Birch Society is using a front 
group called the Movement to Restore De- 
cency (MOTOREDE) "to attack sex edu- 
cation in the schools on grounds that Com- 
munists are behind the programs." 


IN RECENT presentations by members 


of MOTOREDE in Dist. 59 schools, the 
link with the Birch Society was openly ac- 
knowledged. Local members of the society 
presented material although membership 
in MOTOREDE is not limited to Birch 
members. 


Local activities against sex education

Much of the MOTOREDE presentation 


before the Dist. 59 school board Monday 
night was handled by Robert Ober, 115 
Fern Drive, Mount Prospect, area chair- 
man of the John Birch Society. 


According to UPI, U.S. Education Comr. 


James E. Allen, former education com- 
missioner in New York state, said he is 
aware of the anti-sex education activities. 


"We saw it in New York," he said, "We 


saw people coming around with literature 
— some of it the filthiest you have ever 
seen — saying it will be used in school." 


A JOHN BIRCH Society spokesman ac- 


knowledged the connection between the 
society and the Movement to Restore De- 
cency, but denied that any of its members 
had used improper tactics. 


"There is no real secret about our pro- 


moting the movement," said Reed Ben- 
son, the society's spokesman on the mat- 
ter. "One of the first major projects of 
that movement is to get sex education out 
of the schools and into the homes where it 
belongs." 


In a related development Wednesday, 


the U.S. Catholic Conference announced 
that it has established a task force on sex 
education to develop teaching methods 
and materials to enable parents to supple- 
ment in the home the sex education given 
their children in Catholic schools. 


A SPOKESMAN said one third of the 


nation's dioceses include sex education is 
their parochial programs. 


In an interview with UPI, Commissioner 


Allen said, "there has been an effort to 
mislead the people about what the schools 
are doing. The advice we've been giving 
his this: Sex education is essential. It's 
part of health and family living." 


The NEA official said an "organized at-

DR. RUBIN and others mentioned in the 


film also are involved in the writing of sex 
information texts and in a magazine, 
"Sexology" which the MOTOREDE repre- 
sentatives characterize as pornographic. 


In a brief confrontation between local 


Birch chairman Oberg and Dist. 59 Supt. 
Donald Thomas, Oberg asked if the school 
board endorsed sex education in the 
schools. Thomas and some board mem- 
bers maintained that SIECUS material is 
not in use in Dist. 59 and that the sex 
education now in use in the schools is up- 
dated and revised at least once a year. 


The local MOTOREDE committee asked

ber of Commerce, is officially still owned 
by the Chamber, but the final agreement 
should be signed within a few days. 


Owners of the property the church now 


occupies had given the historical society 
an ultimatum that if the building were not 
moved by today, the bulldozers would 
strike on Monday. 


DUNKIN" DONUTS, tenant of the shop 


which will later occupy the land, was do- 
nated $500 toward moving the church and 
community organizations and other mer- 
chants have also contributed to preserve 
the old landmark. 


Ron Ignatius, a historical society mem- 


ber who has been coordinating efforts to 
get the church moved, said Thursday that 
the owners of the property have given a 
reprieve on the moving date because their 
contractor has not been able to tear down 
an addition as planned. 


The addition, which can't be moved 


along with the original building, was keep- 
ing the movers from shoring up the build- 
ing to haul it to the park land on Wolf 
Road. 


The village board Monday gave the go-

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Trustees Ask Questions, Reject Weather Radar 


by TOM WELLMAN 


The question of using weather radar in 


Arlington Heights to spot tornadoes and 
severe thunderstorms seems to have as 
many answers as the number of tornados 
every year in the United States 


The three-man public safety committee 


of the Arlington Heights Village Board 
Wednesday night recommended, by a 2-to- 
I vote, that radar equipment should not 
now be installed in the village. However, 
before the vote was taken, it heard a wide 
variety of answers to a wide range of 
questions about weather radar 


For example, there was the question of 


training personnel to man the equipment 


Trustee George Burlingame, who made 
the arrangements several weeks ago to 
purchase the equipment, said that exten- 
sive training was not necessary to "read" 
the weather information that appears on 
the screens. 


LATER. HOWEVER, trustee Charles 


Bennett quoted a United Air Lines mete- 
orologist who said that adequately trained 
observers are necessary. "I assume you 
plan only to experiment with the sets," he 
told Bennett. 


The controversy began on Monday, May 


5. when the village Niard, acting with con- 
s i d e r a b 1 e hesitation, approved Bur- 
hngame's reservation of two radar sets

Burlingame arranged to buy the sets 


from United Air Lines, where he is em- 
ployed as a pilot. The sets had been'in- 
stalled in Viscount planes, and they nor- 
mally cost about $12,000 each as new 
equipment. 


On Wednesday, Burlingame described in 


detail the features of the sets. He was 
backed up by village Civil Defense direc- 
tor Lt. Jack Benson and WBBM-TV weath- 
erman Jerry Peterson (who dashed to Chi- 
cago at 8:45 to appear on a 10 p m. news 
program). 


Benson opened the discussion by pre- 


senting a 15-minute film on the dangers of 
tornados, presented by the Emergency 
Storm Alert System (ESAS), which sup- 
plies storm information for the entire na- 
tion from Kansas City. 


PETERSON SAID a local radar set 


could provide immediate information for 
Arlington Heights and, perhaps, the sur- 
rounding communities. 


He stressed that village personnel could 


watch approaching storms on the set, 
compute the speed and direction of the 
storms, and give a complete localized out- 
look. 


Peterson complained that he is not per- 


mitted to break into regularly-scheduled 
programming with his own weather infor- 
mation. He must rely for official informa- 
tion from the Weather Bureau and ESAS 
— and he doesn't have enough time or 
freedom to provide information for indi- 
vidual communities. 


The radar, if installed, could provide 


trackings of severe thunderstorms and 
tornados. If a tornado were sighted ap- 
proaching Arlington Heights, Benson or 
some other village officials could sound 


the village's siren system to alert rest* 
dents. 


CHARLES BENNETT, however, won- 


dered out loud about the danger of liabil- 
ity if the button on the siren were pushed 
at the wrong time. 


Benson remarked that the siren button 


would not be pushed indiscriminately. He 
said that the radar would be used in con- 
junction with weather teletype, which the 
village already has in operation. 


Maintenance of the equipment was an- 


other point on which persons at the meet- 
ing had differing opinions. 


Burlingmae stressed that Allen Radio, 


an electronics firm in Elk Grove Village, 
would be willing to service the equipment. 
He said that the sets are built to with- 
stand the hard wear in an airplane, so 
they are relatively easy to maintain on 
the ground. 


HOWEVER, BENNETT quoted John So- 


renson, the United meteorologist, that the 
sets are "expensive to maintain and very 
fragile." 


Lt. Ron Harvey, communications officer 


for the fire department, stressed that the 
sets would have to be checked period- 
ically. A maintenance contract would be 
necessary, he explained. 


Other questions, concerning the useful- 


ness of the present warning system, the 
range of the radar system, and the cost of 
installation, were discussed further. Final- 
ly, it came down to a vote. 


Bennett stressed he would "absolutely 


not vote for it" if it were to be tied into 
other communities, because of the prob- 
lem of liability. 


Trustee William Griffin, who had sat 


through most of the meeting hi silence, 


said he still felt it "was a little more than 
we can handle." 


BURLINGAME, after it was obvious 


that Bennett and Griffin would reject the 
system, said he felt the radar system 
could be like a lifeboat on a steamship. 
"We'll be in a bad spot if we get a tor- 
nado," he said. 


The village board will act on the deci- 


sion in two weeks. They will consider the 
matter further, after considering the com- 
mittee's decision. 


However, for many Arlington Heights 


residents, and for persons in surrounding 
communities, some of the questions raised 
may be debated for a longer time than 
two weeks. 


Ask CC Changes 


Eleven members of Wheeling's Chamber 


of Commerce called for rejuvenation of 
their organization and new goals of com- 
munity service Wednesday night. 


The members ticked off a 10-point pro- 


gram of community improvement aims 
for 1969 at their meeting and then donated 
$300 to the village beautihcaton com- 
mittee to provide six concrete benches for 
the Memorial Monument in Heritage 
Park. 


The first goal is selling Chamber of 


Commerce Park to the Wheeling Park 
District. That has all but been accom- 
plished since only signatures of park com- 
missionrs on the agreement are holding 
up the sale. 


OTHER PROPOSALS the Chamber will 


work for include lower speed limits on all 
major throughfares within the village lim- 
its, from River Road to Highway 83, in- 
creased lighting on Dundee Road from 
Jfciver Road to Highway 83 and on Mil- 
waukee Avenue within the village limits; 
'and an effort to persaude the county to 
allow through traffic on Wheeling Road at 
Palatine Road. 


Plans for rejuvenations within the orga- 


nization call for increased membership 
from the industrial area of the village; a

The 105-year-old Community Presby- 


terian Church adjoining the Wheeling Vil- 
lage Hall was spared the bulldozer once 
again this week, as members of the town's 
h i s t o r i c a l society worked frantically 
against a deadline to get the building 
moved. 


The church, which is the third oldset 


building in Wheeling and at one time 
served as a community church used by all 
religious denominations in the village, will 
be moved early next week to the Chamber 
of Commerce Park land adjoining the 
community pool. 


The land, in the process of being sold to 


the park district for $15,000 by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, is officially still owned 
by the Chamber, but the final agreement 
should be signed within a few days. 


Owners of the property the church now 


occupies had given the historical society 
an ultimatum that if the building were not 
moved by today, the bulldozers would 
strike on Monday. 


DUNKIN' DONLTS, tenant of the shop 


which will later occupy the land, was do- 
nated $500 toward moving the church and 
community organizations and other mer- 
chants have also contributed to preserve 
the old landmark. 


Ron Ignatius, a historical society mem- 


ber who has been coordinating efforts to 
get the church moved, said Thursday that 
the owners of the property have given a 
reprieve on the moving date because their 
contractor has not been able to tear down 
an addition as planned. 


The addition, which can't be moved 


along with the original building, was keep- 
ing the movers from shoring up the build- 
ing to haul it to the park land on Wolf 
Road. 


The village board Monday gave the go- 


ahead on moving the church, provided all 
ordinances of the village are observed. 
According to Ignatius, public service com- 
panies are surveying the utility lines and 
the phone company is working to dis-

Sex Class Attack National 
is Promoted 


Local efforts by the John Birch Society 


to protest the teaching of sex education in 
suburban schools are part of i nation-wide 
program by the society. 


According to a report from United Press 


International, the John Birch Society is 
operating in at least 27 states to abolish 
sex education in the schools. UPI quotes 
the National Education Association as its 
source on the involvement of the Birchers 
in the program. 


The NEA's Paul Putnam said in an in- 


terview the Birch Society is using a front 
group called the Movement to Restore De- 
cency (MOTOREDE) "to attack sex edu- 
cation in the schools on grounds that Com- 
munists are behind the programs " 


IN RECENT presentations by members 


of MOTOREDE in Dist. 59 schools, the 
link with the Birch Society was openly ac- 
knowledged. Local members of the society 
presented material although membership 
in MOTOREDE is not limited to Birch 
members. 


Local activities against sex education 


has centered 
around

Grove's Dist. 21 and Dist. 59 schools in 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village. 


Much of the MOTOREDE presentation 


before the Dist. 59 school board Monday 
night was handled by Robert Ober, 115 
Fern Drive, Mount Prospect, area chair- 
man of the John Birch Society. 


According to UPI, U.S. Education Comr 


James E. Allen, former education com- 
missioner in New York state, said he is 
aware of the anti-sex education activities. 


"We saw it in New York," he said, "We 


saw people coming around with literature 
— some of it the filthiest you have ever 
seen — saying it will be used in school." 


A JOHN BIRCH Society spokesman ac- 


knowledged the connection between the 
society and the Movement to Restore De- 
cency, but denied that any of its members 
had used improper tactics. 


"There is no real secret about our pro- 


moting the movement," said Reed Ben- 
son, the society's spokesman on the mat- 
ter. "One of the first major projects of 
that movement is to get sex education out 
of the schools and into the homes where it 
belongs." 


In a related development Wednesday, 


the U.S. Catholic Conference announced 
that it has established a task force on sex 
education to develop teaching methods 
and materials to* enable parents to supple- 
ment in the home the sex education given 
their children in Catholic schools. 


A SPOKESMAN said one third of the 


nation's dioceses include sex education if 
their parochial programs. 


In an interview with UPI. Commissioner 


Allen said, "there has been an effort to 
mislead the people about what the schools 
are doing. The advice we've been giving 
his this: Sex education is essential. It's 
part of health and family living." 


The NEA official said an "organized at- 


tack" on sex education is underway in at 
least 27 states. The film shown to Dist. 59

members 
this week depicted 


SIECUS, the Sex Education Information 
Council of the United States, as an organi- 
zation infiltrated by Communists. The 
filmstrip alledged that Dr. Isadore Rubin, 
among others, were accused of being 
Communists "in sworn testimony before 
the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities." 


DR. RUBIN and others mentioned in the 


film also are involved in the writing of sex 
information texts and in a magazine, 
"Sexology" which the MOTOREDE repre- 
sentatives characterize as pornographic. 


In a brief confrontation between local 


Birch chairman Oberg and Dist. 59 Supt. 
Donald Thomas, Oberg asked if the school 
board endorsed sex education in the 
schools. Thomas and some board mem- 
bers maintained that SIECUS material is 
not in use in Dist. 59 and that the sex 
education now in use in the schools is up- 
dated and revised at least once a year. 


The local MOTOREDE committee asked 


that a meeting between their representa- 
tives and members of the district's family 
living curriculum committee meet in open 
session soon. 


ATTENDING THE Dist. 59 board meet- 


ing this week in addition to Oberg were 
Mrs. Maria Dowd, Elk Grove Village, a 
co-chapter leader for the Birch Society 
and others who have close ties with the 
society. 


The filmstrip presented by the MOTO- 


REDE members was produced in part by 
Harry Brandler of Highland Park, a full 
time coordinator of the John Birch 
Society.

What are the religious affiliations of the

The 14 ministers and priests who signed 


one or the other two statements in recent 
weeks did not give their church affiliation. 
They said they were acting as individuals, 
not as members of any religious group or 
as representatives of their respective con- 
gregations. 


However, because of the continuing 


community interest and concern over this 
controversial subject, and because these 
men are spiritual leaders of the area, the 
Herald conducted a survey to discover the 
church affiliations of the signers.

"I can't go into that," Father Morgan 


told the Herald. "It would take too much 
time." 


SISTER ANDRE, principal of St. Al- 


phonsus, said the school has had a pro- 
gram in sex education for two years. 


Fifth and sixth grade girls see a film on 


menstration with their mothers and a 
nurse. Seventh and eighth grade girls see 
the film, "Girl to Woman," and the boys 
at these grade levels see the film, "Boy to 
Man," with their physical education teach- 
er. 


"A priest is present at all sessions to 


answer any moral questions that could 
come up," Sister Andre said. 


"Last year the school for the first time 


showed a film to the parents of sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth graders which explained 
how to approach sex education with their 
children," Sister Andre said. "The film 
encourages parents to discuss the topic 
freely with their children when questions 
come up and not to treat sex as a naughty

The student teachers concentrated on 


three learning levels: Auditory, visual and 
motor The exercises were designed to de- 
velop reading readiness and physical and 
mental coordination.

week project, Miss Sweet evaluated the 
program as "very successful and satis- 
fying." and the students participating in 
the project gave their stamp of approval.

The 105-year-old Community Presby- 


terian Church adjoining the Wheeling Vil- 
lage Hall was spared the bulldozer once 
again this week, as members of the town's 
h i s t o r i c a l society worked frantically 
against a deadline to get the building 
moved. 


The church, which is the third oldset 


building in Wheeling and at one time 
served as a community church used by all 
religious denominations in the village, will 
be moved early next week to the Chamber 
of Commerce Park land adjoining the 
community pool. 


The land, in the process of being sold to 


the park district for $15,000 by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, is officially still owned 
by the Chamber, but the final agreement 
should be signed within a few days. 


Owners of the property the church now 


occupies bad given the historical society 
an ultimatum that if the building were not 
moved by today, the bulldozers would 
strike on Monday. 


DUNKIN' DONUTS, tenant of the shop 


which will later occupy the land, was do- 
nated $500 toward moving the church and 
community organizations and other mer- 
chants have also contributed to preserve 
the old landmark. 


Ron Ignatius, a historical society mem- 


ber who has been coordinating efforts to 
get the church moved, said Thursday that 
the owners of the property have given a 
reprieve on the moving date because their 
contractor has not been able to tear down 
an addition as planned. 


The addition, which can't be moved 


along with the original building, was keep- 
ing the movers from shoring up the build- 
ing to haul it to the park land on Wolf 
Road. 


The village board Monday gave the go- 


ahead on moving the church, provided all 
ordinances of the village are observed. 
According to Ignatius, public service com- 
panies are surveying the utility lines and 
the phone company is working to dis-

Sex Class Attack National 
is Promoted 


Local efforts by the John Birch Society 


to protest the teaching of sex education in 
suburban schools are part of i nation-wide 
program by the society. 


According to a report from United Press 


International, the John Birch Society is 
operating in at least 27 states to abolish 
sex education in the schools. UPI quotes 
the National Education Association as its 
source on the involvement of the Birchers 
in the program. 


The NEA's Paul Putnam said in an in- 


terview the Birch Society is using a front 
group called the Movement to Restore De- 
cency (MOTOREDE) "to attack sex edu- 
cation in the schools on grounds that Com- 
munists are behind the programs." 


IN RECENT presentations by members 


of MOTOREDE in Dist. 59 schools, the 
link with the Birch Society was openly ac- 
knowledged. Local members of the society 
presented material although membership 
in MOTOREDE is not limited to Birch 
members. 


Local activities against sex education 


has centered 
around Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove's Dist. 21 and Dist. 59 schools in 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village. 


Much of the MOTOREDE presentation 


before the Dist. 59 school board Monday 
night was handled by Robert Ober, 115 
Fern Drive, Mount Prospect, area chair- 
man of the John Birch Society. 


According to UPI, U.S. Education Comr. 


James E. Allen, former education com- 
missioner in New York state, said he is 
aware of the anti-sex education activities. 


"We saw it in New York," he said, "We 


saw people coming around with literature 
— some of it the filthiest you have ever 
seen — saying it will be used in school." 


A JOHN BIRCH Society spokesman ac- 


knowledged the connection between the 
society and the Movement to Restore De- 
cency, but denied that any of its members 
had used improper tactics. 


"There is no real secret about our pro- 


moting the movement," said Reed Ben- 
son, the society's spokesman on the mat- 
ter. "One of the first major projects of 
that movement is to get sex education out 
of the schools and into the homes where it 
belongs." 


In a related development Wednesday, 


the U.S. Catholic Conference announced 
that it has established a task force on sex 
education to develop teaching methods 
and materials to enable parents to supple- 
ment in the home the sex education given 
their children in Catholic schools. 


A SPOKESMAN said one third of the 


nation's dioceses include sex education it? 
their parochial programs. 


In an interview with UPI, Commissioner 


Allen said, "there has been an effort to 
mislead the people about what the schools 
are doing. The advice we've been giving 
his this: Sex education is essential. It's 
part of health and family living." 


The NEA official said an "organized at- 


tack" on sex education is underway in at 
least 27 states The film shown to Dist.

Donald Thomas, Oberg asked if the school 
board endorsed sex education in the 
schools. Thomas and some board mem- 
bers maintained that SIECUS material is 
not in use in Dist. 59 and that the sex 
education now in use in the schools is up- 
dated and revised at least once a year. 


The local MOTOREDE committee asked 


that a meeting between their representa- 
tives and members of the district's family 
living curriculum committee meet in open 
session soon.

Father Edward Morgan of St. Mary's

time." 


SISTER ANDRE, principal of St. Al- 


phonsus, said the school has had a pro- 
gram in sex education for two years. 


Fifth and sixth grade girls see a film on 


menstration with their mothers and a 
nurse. Seventh and eighth grade girls see 
the film, "Girl to Woman," and the boys 
at these grade levels see the film, "Boy to 
Man," with their physical education teach- 
er. 


"A priest is present at all sessions to 


answer any moral questions that could 
come up," Sister Andre said. 


"Last year the school for the first time 


showed a film to the parents of sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth graders which explained 
how to approach sex education with their 
children," Sister Andre said. "The film 
encourages parents to discuss the topic 
freely with their children when questions 
come up and not to treat sex as a naughty

toring sessions were held in the morning 
before school and during the recess period 
after lunch. The tutors didn't miss any of

Prior to the project, Miss Sweet taught 


the students some of the basic teaching 
methods used in working with kindergar- 
ten children. "We discussed the character- 
istic?, of 5-year-olds such as their short at- 
tention span and great imagination plus 
the instruction materials to be used which 
included flash cards and charts." 


The student teachers concentrated on 


three foaming levels: Auditory, visual and 
motor. The exercises were designed to de- 
velop reading readiness and physical and 
mental coordination. 


AFTER THE COMPLETION of the six- 


week project. Miss Sweet evaluated the 
program as "very successful and satis- 
fying." and the students participating in 
tht project gave their stamp of approval. 


"Individualized instruction was exactly 


what my kindergarten children needed to 
improve their learning habits and develop 
their classroom skills. The project helped 
them tremendously. 


"And the project helped the sixth-fjra- 


ders equally as much. Their own grades

The first proposal asked the judge from 


each county to recommend two boys in 
need of the program, once a farm was 
started. But everyone who was contacted 
seemed to think the farm's capacity 
should be greater. 


SO RIDUEWAY OFFICIALS decided the 


farm should be able to 
accommodate 


about :tO boys. However, special emphasis 
still would be placed on the originally pro- 
posed 12 boys from all counties for a 
"tight study," since the rehabilitation cen- 
ter is considered a pilot project. 


The group decided that even though ev- 


eryone seemed to agree about the need for 
such a facility, it would be best to operate 
at the experimental level in the beginning. 


"We soon realized that everyone in the 


field of children would be watching this 
project and waiting for a thorough report 
on its success, Distelhorst said. 


"We need experience factors from the 


project to determine actual costs, staffing, 
and success with the boys," he added. 


WITH MOST OF THE details con- 


cerning a type of program to be offered 
and cost estimates determined, the search 
for land was on. That was about 18 
months ago. 


With a basic criteria of spacious open 


land, the search naturally was out of the 
city. Possible location varied from La- 
Porte, Ind., to northern Illinois. 


Early this year, Milroy Blowitz, attor- 


ney for Ridgeway, was visiting another 
client of his, Joseph Hough, owner of Pa- 
lington Stabtes in Palatine Township. A 
suggestion of donating the ll-acre tract 
east of the stables for the adolescent farm 
was made for tax purposes and a few 
weeks later the deal was closed. 


The property and buildings were ap- 


praised at about $300,000. Ridgeway was 
asked to pay one-third of the total for the 
buildings. 


"From that point on, everything started 


moving very quickly," Distelhorst said. 


A BUDGET OF proposed facilities and 


expenses was prepared and filed with the 
state. 


Since it was the hospital's property now, 


selected patients from Ridgeway began 
enjoying facilities on the land. A few 
horses were purchased and boarded at the 
stables so the children could ride. 


But before the full program proposed at 


Ridgeway Farm could begin, there were 
several preliminary steps and some con- 
struction improvements neaded, not to 
mention solid financing. 


So a request for special use zoning of 


the land was filed with the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals and a generous 
"angel" fell from the sky.

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Trustees Ask Questions, Reject Weather Radar 


by TOM WELLMAN 


The question of using weather radar in 


Arlington Heights to spot tornadoes and 
severe thunderstorms seems to have as 
many answers as the number of tornados 
every year in the United States 


The three-man public safety committee 


of the Arlington Heights Village Board 
Wednesday night recommended, by a 2-to- 
l vote, that radar equipment should not 
now be installed in the village. However, 
before the vote was taken, it heard a wide 
variety of answers to a wide range of 
questions about weather radar. 


For example, there was the question of 


training personnel to man the equipment 


Trustee George Burlingame, who made 
the arrangements several weeks ago to 
purchase the equipment, said that exten- 
sive training was not necessary to "read" 
the weather information that appears on 
the screens. 


LATER. HOWEVER, trustee Charles 


Bennett quoted a United Air Lines mete- 
orologist who said that adequately trained 
observers are necessary. "I assume you 
plan only to experiment with the sets," he 
told Bennett. 


The controversy began on Monday, May 


5. when the village board, acting with con- 
s i d e r a b 1 e hesitation, approved Bur-

Burlingame arranged to buy the sets 


from United Air Lines, where he is em- 
ployed as a pilot. The sets had been in- 
stalled in Viscount planes, and they nor- 
mally cost about $12,000 each as new 
equipment. 


On Wednesday, Burlingame described in 


detail the features of the sets. He was 
backed up by village Civil Defense direc- 
tor Lt. Jack Benson and WBBM-TV weath- 
erman Jerry Peterson (who dashed to Chi- 
cago at 8:45 to appear on a 10 p.m. news 
program). 


Benson opened the discussion by pre- 


senting a 15-minute film on the dangers of 
tornados, presented by the Emergency 
Storm Alert System (ESAS), which sup- 
plies storm information for the entire na- 
tion from Kansas City. 


PETERSON SAID a local radar set 


could provide immediate information for 
Arlington Heights and, perhaps, the sur- 
rounding communities. 


He stressed that village personnel could 


watch approaching storms on the set, 
compute the speed and direction of the 
storms, and give a complete localized out- 
look. 


Peterson complained that he is not per- 


mitted to break into regularly-scheduled 
programming with his own weather infor- 
mation. He must rely for official informa- 
tion from the Weather Bureau and ESAS 
— and he doesn't have enough time or 
freedom to provide information for indi- 
vidual communities. 


The radar, if installed, could provide 


trackings of severe thunderstorms and 
tornados. If a tornado were sighted ap- 
proaching Arlington Heights, Benson or 
some other village officials could sound 


the village's siren system to alert resi- 
dents. 


CHARLES BENNETT, however, won- 


dered out loud about the danger of liabil- 
ity if the button on the siren were pushed 
at the wrong time. 


Benson remarked that the siren button 


would not be pushed indiscriminately. He 
said that the radar would be used in con- 
junction with weather teletype, which the 
village already has in operation. 


Maintenance of the equipment was an- 


other point on which persons at the meet- 
ing had differing opinions. 


Burlingmae stressed that Allen Radio, 


an electronics firm in Elk Grove Village, 
would be willing to service the equipment. 
He said that the sets are built to with- 
stand the hard wear in an airplane, so 
they are relatively easy to maintain on 
the ground. 


HOWEVER, BENNETT quoted John So- 


renson, the United meteorologist, that the 
sets are "expensive to maintain and very 
fragile." 


Lt. Ron Harvey, communications officer 


for the fire department, stressed that the 
sets would have to be checked period- 
ically. A maintenance contract would be 
necessary, he explained. 


Other questions, concerning the useful- 


ness of the present warning system, the 
range of the radar system, and the cost of 
installation, were discussed further. Final- 
ly, it came down to a vote. 


Bennett stressed he would "absolutely 


not vote for it" if it were to be tied into 
other communities, because of the prob- 
lem of liability. 


Trustee William Griffin, who had sat 


through most of the meeting in silence, 


said he still felt it "was a little more than 
we can handle." 


BURLINGAME, after it was obvious 


that Bennett and Griffin would reject the 
system, said he felt the radar system 
could be like a lifeboat on a steamship. 
"We'll be in a bad spot if we get a tor- 
nado," he said. 


The village board will act on the deci- 


sion in two weeks. They will consider the 
matter further, after considering the com- 
mittee's decision. 


However, for many Arlington Heights 


residents, and for persons in surrounding 
communities, some of the questions raised 
may be debated for a longer time than 
two weeks. 


Slate Complexes 


Two major 
building complexes 
are 


slated for development near downtown Ar- 
lington Heights. M. Myles Gordon & Asso- 
ciates announced this week that construc- 
tion has started on a six-building apart- 
ment development, and work will begin 
soon on a seven-building office center. 


The last large undeveloped area near 


downtown Arlington Heights will be the 
site for the $83 5 million Scarsdale Apart- 
ments. Actually located in the Park Man- 
or section of the village near Scarsdale. 
the new complex will be constructed at 
Cleveland and Fairview Avenues. 


The apartment development will include 


a swimming pool, tennis courts, and a 
one-mile jogging run. Occupancy for the 
first apartment building is scheduled for 
Sept. 1, and rent is pegged at $250 a 
month. 


THE 160 NEW apartments, located in 


three and four-story buildings, will each 
have 1,200 square feet and two bedrooms. 
School Dist. 25 estimates that 50-75 addi- 
tional children will enter the school sys- 
tem from the apartments and from 50 lots 
still available for single-family residence 
in the area. 


Dryden School, which serves the area, 


can accommodate some 100 additional 
children and still maintain average class 
size of 30 students or less. 


There is an empty classroom at the pre- 


sent time and a substantial amount of of- 
fice and small group instruction area to 
accommodate growth in the student popu- 
lation.

Tutors Help Kindergartners 


by GERRY DeZONNA 


Children can be school teachers, too. 
Boys and girls from the sixth-grade 


classes at the Dist 25 Feehanville. school 
in Mount Prospect participated in a pilot 
project to help "slow learners" in kinder- 
garten. 


"A student tutoring program has never 


been used before in our school district." 
said Miss Cody Sweet, kindergarten teach- 
er and educational researcher who was re- 
sponsible for the project. "The program 
was so successful that I hope it can be 
continued and developed in the school 


"There is a great need for more ex- 


perimentation in the schools 
Teachers 


aren't improving their teaching methods, 
developing new ideas, or exploring differ- 
ent possibilities for solving learning prob- 
lems in the classroom. 


"THE TEACHER can make the teach- 


ing and learning experience creative and 
exciting, but so many teachers get into a 
rut and get bored by the day-to-day class- 
room situation." 
Miss Sweet designed a student tutoring 
need for individualized teaching instruc- 
tion in the schools and that some students, 
the "slow learners," require special atten- 
tion that cannot be given in the classroom. 


To supplement the needs of the "slow 


learners" in her kindergarten classes, 
Miss Sweet designed a student turoring 
project aimed at closing the gap between 
the "slow" and the "fast" learners. 


"I had children in my classes with 


learning disabilities. They required extra 
help to develop their learning skills, and I 
thought that a student tutoring project 
would help my slow learners as well as 
benefit the student-teachers. 


"IF LEARNING disabilities and prob- 


lems are not solved at this age, thes* 
same problems will be carried throughout 
the student's entire life in school. This is 
part of the reason why some children nev- 
er like school and enjoy learning." 


Miss Sweet selected 18 sixth-grade stu- 


dents and 22 kindergarteners to partici- 
pate in the project. The tutors were cho- 
sen on the basis of their interest 
in 


the teaching profession, children on the 
kindergarten level, and problem solving. 


The kindergarten children were chosen 


t'e basis of their need and accept- 


ability for receiving individualized instruc- 
tion. "Some parents wouldn't admit that 
their children needed special help," Miss 
Sweet said. "This is a rather selfish pa- 
rental attitude, but some parents wouldn't 
accept the fact that their children were 
slow learners. 


"BUT MOST OF THE parents were co- 


operative, if I was successful in con- 
vincing them that their children needed 
extra help. While the parents whose sixth- 
graders were chosen as tutors were con- 
cerned 
about 
their 
children missing 


classes or their grades slipping." 


The project was designed so that the tu- 


toring sessions were held in the morning 
before school and during the recess period 
after lunch. The tutors didn't miss any of 
their classes or were they asked to sacri- 
fice after-school playtime or social activi- 
ties. 


Prior to the project, Miss Sweet taught 


the students some of the basic teaching 
methods used in working with kindergar- 
ten children. "We discussed the character- 
istics of 5-year-olds such as their short at- 
tention span and great imagination plus 
the instruction materials to be used which 
included flash cards and charts." 


The student teachers concentrated on 


three learning levels: Auditory, visual and 
motor. The exercises were designed to de- 
velop reading readiness and physical and 
mental coordination. 


AFTER THE COMPLETION of the six- 


week project, Miss Sweet evaluated the 
program as "very successful and satis- 
fying," and the students participating in 
the project gave their stamp of approval. 


"Individualized instruction was exactly 


what my kindergarten children needed to 
improve their learning habits and develop 
their classroom skills. The project helped 
them tremendously. 


"And the project helped the sixth-nra- 


ders equally as much. Their own grades 
improved 17 per cent, and they view 
teachers from a different vantage point, 
respecting the job of the educator 


"By teaching others, they 
developed 


their own lev«l of responsibility and ma- 
turity and learned a lot about themselves. 
By helping others to solve learning prob- 
lems, they helped themselves by exploring 
what learning is all about in the class- 
room."

Central to 
the issue is the impending transfer of For- 
est View Principal Tom Warden. 


Schreiber's statement to the adminis- 


t r a t i o n representatives charges that 
Thomas' staff breached faith with the par- 
ents when a critique of a Forest View 
questionairre by curriculum supervisor 
Robert Brower was released to the press. 


Schreiber said the release of the Brower 


analysis was in director violation of an 
agreement between the parents and the 
administration that 
no such releases 


would be made. 


"ON SATURDAY, May 10," Schreiber 


wrote, "I met with Dr. Allen Sparks, 
board president, and Dr. Donald Thomas, 
superintendent, to seek ways to set up a 
series of orderly meetings with members 
of the board and administration and par- 
ents of the Forest View Study Committee. 


"The purpose of these meetings was to 


review our recommendations and the re- 
sults of the questionnaire dealing with 
Curriculum coordinators. At that time it 
was agreed by all that no press releases 
or comments of the meeting would be 
made by either group until (the meetings 
were concluded)." 


In making the statement, Schreiber was 


charging that Brower's assessment of the 
questionnaire should not have been re- 
leased. Schreiber also charged that the 
Brower assessment is invalid because of 
the author's job with the district. 


"Mr. Brower makes several statements 


regarding biases in the teacher survey.

Schreiber admitted that the question- 


naire sent to teachers by his study com- 
mittee is imperfect. He questioned wheth- 
er the administration's evaluator of the 
questionnaire could dispute the verbatim 
comments of the teachers, however. 


The verbatim comments "point out," 


Schreiber said, "to any impartial statisti- 
cian that our teachers are verifying that 
the curriculum department (of the school 
district) as it -is currently being adminis- 
tered, is highly ineffective while costing 
over $100,000 annually."

Houser Appointed 


Creek Work Funds 


An additional $225,000 in state funds was 


approved by the Illinois House this week 
for two more phases of the Des Plaines- 
Mount Prospect Weller Creek rpoject. 


The House passed the allocation on the 


request of Rep. David J. Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, who submitted a bill calling for 
the additional money. The matter will now 
go to the Senate, where Sen. John Graham 
will introduce the measure. 


Speaking from Springfield, Regner said 


yesterday that the bill for the additional 
money is a fairly routine matter, but "I 
don't exepct anything until we have it." 
The representative said his bill passed 
with a virtual unanimous vote. 


THE ALLOCATION of the money fol- 


lows the original intent of the Weller 


Creek plan to fund each phase as the engi- 
neers get to it. Regner said he originally 
was going to submit a bill for an addition- 
al $325,000 for the next phase of the proj- 
ect, but construction is not scheduled for 
'next year so no request for more state 
monies will be made until 1970. 


Regner reported that the Weller Creek 


project is preceding on schedule and that 
the later allocation is being made to in- 
sure construction after July 1. 


The state-funded Weller Creek program 


was approved in a last-minute decision 
last summer by then Gov. Samuel Sha- 
piro. Regner's recent bill is aimed at con- 
tinuing the owrk originally given approval 
by the legislature. 


The project is expected to alleviate 


much of the area's flooding problems. 


"The most exciting agency in govern- 


ment," said Thomas J. Houser of Arling- 
ton Heights, reacting to his appointment 
as assistant diretcor of the Peace Corps 
by President Nixon Thursday. 


Houser, former Wheeling Township Re- 


publican committeeman, is a Chicago at- 
torney. 


"The Peace Corps is a marvelous con- 


cept, and I'm excited about the chal- 
lenge," he said. 


Houser's appointment still has to be con- 


firmed by Sen. Fullbright's committee on 
foreign relations. He said he expected that 
it would be two-to-four weeks before the 
appointment would be confirmed. 


"I will be in Washington almost full 


time before that working on some special 
assignments," he said. 


HOUSER EXPLAINED, "I will serve as 


an operations man under Peace Corps Di- 
rector Joseph H. Blaichford. It is possible 
that one of my first assignments will send 
me abroad for two weeks to look over pro- 
grams and get the feel of the Corps. The 
trip will probably be to Central and South 
America. 


Houser's background includes graduate 


training at the Advanced School of Inter- 
national Studies in Washington D.C. He 
lived abroad for a year and a half while in 
the service, and has traveled extensively 


in Europe. He speaks fluent German and 
some French. 


When asked about his qualifications for 


the number two Peace Corps slot, Houser 
said he was tapped by the President be- 
cause of "presumed administrative and 
management skills." 


ABOUT A MONTH AGO Houser was 


asked to come to Washington to serve on 
a task force studying the direction of the 
Peace Corps in the '70's. 


"The Peace Corps — 12,000 volunteers 


in 59 countries — is doing a marvelous job 
for the American people and 
for 
the 


people abroad. 


"One of our major goals will be to 


broaden the basis of participation using 
skills as a common denominator." 


Houser said the Corps was prepared to 


review terms of service, allowances and 
even the question of wives and dependents 
overseas. 


"We are also considering a reverse 


Peace Corps — host countries would send 
volunteers here. This would be a great 
cross-cultural experiment." 


THE CORPS AND the entire concept of 


volunteerism is filled with far greater op- 
portunities than the Americans have real- 
ized. "Volunteerism is the bridge between 
the left and the right, and the young and 
old," Houser said. 


Thomas asked for parental involvement, 
got it and is not unhappy that the parents 
are questioning his policies.

enth and eighth graders which explained 
how to approach sex education with their 
children," Sister Andre said. "The film 
encourages parents to discuss the topic 
freely with their children when questions 
come up and not to treat sex as a naughty 
or taboo subject." 


Sister Andre said she felt the program 


at St. Alphonsus is adequate and added 
that it had caused no controversy among 
parents. 


A sex education program for 
fifth 


thorugh eighth graders has been operating 
at St. Joseph the Worker School in Wheel- 
ing for six years. 


The program consists of one session of 


films and discussion conducted by a 
school and a sister for the girls at these 
grade levels. A physical education teach- 
er and priest conduct the session for the 
boys. 


"WE ARE ATTEMPTING to instill a 


sense of moral responsibility in the chil- 
dren and the idea that they must not hurt 
anyone by their actions," said Sister Jean 
Marie, principal of the school. "Both par- 
ents and children have been in favor of 
our program ever since it was first start- 
ed " 


In alternate years, the seventh and 


eighth graders and their parents also are 
invited to participate in an evening ses- 
sion, which features films and a panel dis- 
cussion by a local doctor, nurse, priest 
and one of the nuns. 


Sister Jean Marie said a more com- 


prehensive sex education and family liv- 
ing program may be instituted in the 
school next fall The program, "Becoming 
a Person." is now operating in 100 schools 
in the Chicago archdiocese in kindergar- 
ten through eighth grade.

Arlington Heights to spot tornadoes and

Bennett quoted a United Air Lanes mete- 
orologist who said that adequately trained 
observers are necessary. "I assume you 
plan only to experiment with the sets," he

Burlingame arranged to buy the sets 


from United Air Lines, where he is em- 
ployed as a pilot. The sets had been in- 
stalled in Viscount planes, and they nor- 
mally cost about $12,000 each as new 
equipment. 


On Wednesday, Burlingame described in 


detail the features of the sets. He was 
backed up by village Civil Defense direc- 
tor Lt. Jack Benson and WBBM-TV weath- 
erman Jerry Peterson <who dashed to Chi- 
cago at 8:45 to appear on a 10 p.m. news 
program). 


Benson opened the discussion by pre- 


senting a 15-minute film on the dangers of 
tornados, presented by the Emergency 
Storm Alert System (ESAS), which sup- 
plies storm information for the entire na- 
tion from Kansas City. 


PETERSON SAID a local radar set 


could provide immediate information for 
Arlington Heights and, perhaps, the sur- 
rounding communities. 


He stressed that village personnel could 


watch approaching storms on the set, 
compute the speed and direction of the 
storms, and give a complete localized out- 
look. 


Peterson complained that he is not per- 


mitted to break into regularly-scheduled 
programming with his own weather infor- 
mation. He must rely for official informa- 
tion from the Weather Bureau and ESAS 
— and he doesn't have enough time or 
freedom to provide information for indi- 
vidual communities 


The radar, if installed, could provide 


trackings of severe thunderstorms and 
tornados. If a tornado were sighted ap- 
proaching Arlington Heights, Benson or 
some other village officials could sound 


the village's siren system to alert resi- 
dents. 


CHARLES BENNETT, however, won- 


dered out loud about the danger of liabil- 
ity if the button on the siren were pushed 
at the wrong time 


Benson remarked that the siren button 


would not be pushed indiscriminately. He 
said that the radar would be used in con- 
junction with weather teletype, which the 
village already has in operation. 


Maintenance of the equipment was an- 


other point on which persons at the meet- 
ing had differing opinions. 


Burhngmae stressed that Allen Radio, 


an electronics firm in Elk Grove Village, 
would be willing to service the equipment. 
He said that the sets are built to with- 
stand the hard wear in an airplane, so 
they are relatively easy to maintain on 
the ground. 


HOWEVER, BENNETT quoted John So- 


renson, the United meteorologist, that the 
sets are "expensive to maintain and very 
fragile " 


Lt Ron Harvey, communications officer 


for the fire department, stressed that the 
sets would have to be checked period- 
ically. A maintenance contract would be 
necessary, he explained. 


Other questions, concerning the useful- 


ness of the present warning system, the 
range of the radar system, and the cost of 
installation, were discussed further Final- 
ly, it came down to a vote. 


Bennett stressed he would "absolutely 


not vote for it" if it were to be tied into 
other communities, because of the prob- 
lem of liability. 


Trustee William Griffin, who had sat 


through most of the meeting in silence, 


said he still felt it "was a little more than 
we can handle." 


BURLINGAME. after it was obvious 


that Bennett and Griffin would reject the 
system, said he felt the radar system 
could be like a lifeboat on a steamship 
"We'll be in a bad spot if we get a tor- 
nado," he said. 


The village board will act on the deci- 


sion in two weeks. They will consider the 
matter further, after considering the com- 
mittee's decision. 


However, for many Arlington Heights 


residents, and for persons m surrounding 
communities, some of the questions raised 
may be debated for a longer time than 
two weeks.

Tutors Help Kindergartners 


by GERRY DeZONNA 


Children can be school teachers, too. 
Boys and girls from the sixth-grade 


classes at the Dist. 26 Feehanville school 
in Mount Prospect participated in a pilot 
project to help "slow learners" in kinder- 
garten. 


"A student tutoring program has never 


been used before in our school district," 
said Miss Cody Sweet, kindergarten teach- 
er and educational researcher who was re- 
sponsible for the project. "The program 
was so successful that I hope it can be 
continued and developed in the school. 


"There is a great need for more ex- 


perimentation in the schools. Teachers 
aren't improving their leaching methods, 
developing new ideas, or exploring differ- 
ent possibilities for solving learning prob- 
lems in the classroom. 


"THE TEACHER can make the teach- 


ing and learning experience creative and 
exciting, but so many teachers get into a 
rut and get bored by the day-to-day class- 
room situation." 
Miss Sweet designed a student tutoring 
need for individualized teaching instruc- 
tion in the schools and that some students, 
the "slow learners," require special atten- 
tion that cannot be given in the classroom 


To supplement the needs of the "slow 


learners" in her kindergarten classes, 
Miss Sweet designed a student turoring 
project aimed at closing the gap between 
the "slow" and the "fast" learners. 


"I had children in my classes with 


learning disabilities. They required extra 
help to develop their learning skills, and I 
thought that a student tutoring project 
would help my slow learners as well as 
benefit the student-teachers. 


"IF LEARNING disabilities and prob- 


lems are not solved at this age, these 
same problems will be carried throughout 
the student's entire life in school. This is 
part of the reason why some children nev- 
er like school and enjoy learning." 


Miss Sweet selected 18 sixth-grade stu- 


dents and 22 kindergarteners to partici- 
pate in the project. The tutors were cho- 
sen on the basis of their 
interest in 


the teaching profession, children on the 
kindergarten level, and problem solving. 


The kindergarten children were chosen 


on the basis of their need and accept- 
ability for receiving individualized instruc- 
tion. "Some parents wouldn't admit that 
their children needed special help," Miss 
Sweet said. "This is a rather selfish pa- 
rental attitude, but some parents wouldn't 
accept the fact that their children were 
slow learners. 


"BUT MOST OF THE parents were co- 


operative, if I was successful in con- 
vincing them that their children needed 
extra help. While the parents whose sixth- 
graders were chosen as tutors were con- 
cerned 
about 
their 
children 
missing 


classes or their grades slipping." 


The project was designed so that the tu- 


toring sessions were held in the morning 
before school and during the recess period 
after lunch. The tutors didn't miss any of 
their classes or were they asked to sacri- 
fice after-school playtime or social activi- 
ties. 


Prior to the project, Miss Sweet taught 


the students some of the basic teaching 
methods used in working with kindergar- 
ten children. "We discussed the character- 
istics of 5-year-olds such as their short at- 
tention span and great imagination plus 
the instruction materials to be used which 
included flash cards and charts." 


The student teachers concentrated on 


three learning levels: Auditory, visual and 
motor. The exercises were designed to de- 
velop reading readiness and physical and 
mental coordination. 


AFTER THE COMPLETION of the six- 


week project, Miss Sweet evaluated the 
program as "very successful and satis- 
fying," and the students participating in 
the project gave their stamp of approval. 


"Individualized instruction was exactly 


what my kindergarten children needed to 
improve their learning habits and develop 
their classroom skills. The project helped 
them tremendously. 


"And 
the project helped the sixth-gra- 


ders equally as much. Their own grades 
improved 17 per cent, and they view 
teachers from a different vantage point, 
respecting the job of the educator. 


"By teaching others, they 
developed 


their own level of responsibility and ma- 
turity and learned a lot about themselves. 
By helping others to solve learning prob- 
lems, they helped themselves by exploring 
what learning is all about in the class- 
room." 


Representatives of the disgruntled For- 


est View Parents Study Committee walked 
out of a meeting with Dist. 59 officials last 
night after charging that the school ad- 
ministration had perpetrated a "lack of 
faith "

Mount Prospect, chairman of the Parents 
Committee, read a statement to board and 
administration members and then walked 
out on the meeting, cutting off further dis- 
cussion on the matter. 


Schreiber and other members of the 


Parents Committee have been meeting 
with Dist. 59 officials in an attemp to iron 
out serious differences 
over 
adminis- 


tration policy in local schools. Central to 
the issue is the impending transfer of For- 
est View Principal Tom Warden. 


Schreiber's statement to the adminis- 


t r a t i o n representatives charges that 
Thomas' staff breached faith with the par- 
ents when a critique of a Forest View 
questionairre by curriculum supervisor 
Robert Brower was released to the press. 


Schreiber said the release of the Brower 


analysis was in director violation of an 
agreement between the parents and the 
administration 
that 
no such releases 


would be made. 


"ON SATURDAY, May 10," Schreiber 


wrote, "I met with Dr. Allen Sparks, 
board president, and Dr. Donald Thomas, 
superintendent, to seek ways to set up a 
series of orderly meetings with members 
of the board and administration and par- 
ents of the Forest View Study Committee. 


"The purpose of these meetings was to 


review our recommendations and the re- 
sults of the questionnaire dealing with 
Curriculum coordinators. At that time it 
was agreed by all that no press releases 
or comments of the meeting would be 
made by either group until (the meetings 
were concluded)." 


In making the statement, Schreiber was 


charging that Brower's assessment of the 
questionnaire should not have been re- 
leased. Schreiber also charged that the 
Brower assessment is invalid because of 
the author's job with the district. 


"Mr. Brower makes several statements 


regarding biases in the teacher survey. 
Has it ever occurred to you that the 
writer of this evaluation has just a few 
biases himself? The questionnaire dealt 
with curriculum coordination. Mr. Brower 
heads that group." 


Schreiber admitted that the question- 


naire sent to teachers by his study com- 
mittee is imperfect. He questioned wheth- 
er the administration's evaluator of the 
questionnaire could dispute the verbatim 
comments of the teachers, however. 


The verbatim comments "point out," 


Schreiber said, "to any impartial statisti- 
cian that our teachers are verifying that 
the curriculum department (of the school 
district) as it -is currently being adminis- 
tered, is highly ineffective while costing 
over $100,000 annually."

Houser Appointed 


Creek Work Funds 


An additional $225,000 in state funds was 


approved by the Illinois House this week 
for two more phases of the Des Plaines- 
Mount Prospect Weller Creek rpoject. 


The House passed the allocation on the 


request of Rep. David J. Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, who submitted a bill calling for 
the additional money. The matter will now 
go to the Senate, where Sen. John Graham 
will introduce the measure. 


Speaking from Springfield, Regner said 


yesterday (hat the bill for the additional 
money is a fairly routine matter, but "I 
don't exepct anything until we have it." 
The representative said his bill passed 
with a virtual unanimous vote. 


THE ALLOCATION of the money fol- 


lows the original intent of the Weller 


Creek plan to fund each phase as the engi- 
neers get to it. Regner said he originally 
was going to submit a bill for an addition- 
al $325,000 for the next phase of the proj- 
ect, but construction is not scheduled for 
next year so no request for more state 
monies will be made until 1970. 


Regner reported that the Weller Creek 


project is proceding on schedule and that 
the later allocation is being made to in- 
sure construction after July 1. 


The state-funded Weller Creek program 


was approved in a last-minute decision 
last summer by then Gov. Samuel Sha- 
piro. Regner's recent bill is aimed at con- 
tinuing the owrk originally given approval 
by the legislature. 


The project is expected to alleviate 


much of the area's flooding problems. 


"The most exciting agency in govern- 


ment," said Thomas J. Houser of Arling- 
ton Heights, reacting to his appointment 
as assistant diretcor of the Peace Corps 
by President Nixon Thursday. 


Houser, former Wheeling Township Re- 


publican committeeman, is a Chicago at- 
torney. 


"The Peace Corps is a marvelous con- 


cept, and I'm excited about the chal- 
lenge," he said. 


Houser's appointment still has to be con- 


firmed by Sen. Fullbright's committee on 
foreign relations. He said he expected that 
it would be two-to-four weeks before the 
appointment would be confirmed. 


"I will be in Washington almost full 


time before that working on some special 
assignments," he said. 


HOUSER EXPLAINED, "I will serve as 


an operations man under Peace Corps Di- 
rector Joseph H. Blaichford. It is possible 
that one of my first assignments will send 
me abroad for two weeks to look over pro- 
grams and get the feel of the Corps. The 
trip will probably be to Central and South 
America. 


Houser's background includes graduate 


training at the Advanced School of Inter- 
national Studies in Washington D.C. He 
lived abroad for a year and a half while in 
the service, and has traveled extensively 


in Europe. He speaks fluent German and 
some French. 


When asked about his qualifications for 


the number two Peace Corps slot, Houser 
said he was tapped by the President be- 
cause of "presumed administrative and 
management skills." 


ABOUT A MONTH AGO Houser was 


asked to come to Washington to serve on 
a task force studying the direction of the 
Peace Corps in the '70's. 


"The Peace Corps — 12,000 volunteers 


in 59 countries — is doing a marvelous job 
for the American people and for 
the 


people abroad. 


"One 
of our major goals will be to 


broaden the basis of participation using 
skills as a common denominator." 


Houser said the Corps was prepared to 


review terms of service, allowances and 
even the question of wives and dependents 
overseas. 


"We are also considering a reverse 


Peace Corps — host countries would send 
volunteers here. This would be a great 
cross-cultural experiment." 


THE CORPS AND the entire concept of 


volunteerism is filled with far greater op- 
portunities than the Americans have real- 
ized. "Volunteerism is the bridge between 
the left and the right, and the young and 
old," Houser said. 


Thomas asked for parental involvement, 
got it and is not unhappy that the parents 
are questioning his policies. 


"Defensive, suspicious, insecure and

nurse. Seventh and eighth grade girls see 
the film, "Girl to Woman," and the boys 
at these grade levels see the film, "Boy to 
Man," with their physical education teach- 
er. 


"A priest is present at all sessions to 


answer any moral questions that could 
come up," Sister Andre said. 


"Last year the school for the first time 


showed a film to the parents of sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth graders which explained 
how to approach sex education with their 
children," Sister Andre said. "The film 
encourages parents to discuss the topic 
freely with their children whe.i questions 
come up and not to treat sex as a naughty 
or taboo subject." 


Sister Andre said she felt the program 


at St. Alphonsus is adequate and added 
that it had caused no controversy among 
parents. 


A sex education program 
for 
fifth 


thorugh eighth graders has been operating 
at St. Joseph the Worker School in Wheel 
ing for six years. 


The program consists of one session of 


films and discussion conducted jay a 
school and a sister for the girls at these 
grade levels. A physical education teach- 
er and priest conduct the session for the 
boys. 


"WE ARE ATTEMPTING to instill a 


sense of moral responsibility in the chil- 
dren and the idea that they must not hurt 
anyone by their actions," said Sister Jean 
Marie, principal of the school. "Both par- 
ents and children have been in favor of 
our program ever since it was first start- 
ed." 


In alternate years, the

and 


eighth graders and their parents also are 
invited to participate in an evening ses- 
sion, which features films and a panel dis- 
cussion by a local doctor, nurse, priest 
and one of the nuns. 


Sister Jean Marie said a more com- 


prehensive sex education and family liv- 
ing program may be instituted in the 
school next fall.

Radar Rejected

The question of using weather radar in 


Arlington Heights to spot tornadoes and 
severe thunderstorms seems to have as 
many answers as the number of tornados 
every yeir in the United States 


The three-man public safety committee 


of the Arlington Heights Village Board 
Wednesday night recommended, by a 2-to- 
1 vote, that radar equipment should not 
now be installed in the village. However, 
before the vote was taken, it heard a wide 
variety of answers to a wide range of 
questions about weather radar. 


For example, there was the question of 


training personnel to man the equipment. 
Trustee George Burlingame, who made 
the arrangements several weeks ago to 
purchase the equipment, said that exten- 
sive training was not necessary to "read" 
the weather information that appears on 
the screens. 


LATER, HOWEVER, trustee Charles 


Bennett quoted a United Air Lines mete- 
orologist who said that adequately trained 
observers are necessary. "I assume you 
plan only to experiment with the sets," he 
told Bennett. 


The controversy began on Monday, May 


5, when the village board, acting with con- 
s i d e r a b 1 e hesitation, approved Bur- 
Imgame's reservation of two radar sets 
for $2,000 apiece. 


Burlingame arranged to buy the sets 


from United Air Lines, where he is em- 
ployed as a pilot. The sets had been in- 
stalled in Viscount planes, and they nor- 
mally cost about $12,000 each as new 
equipment. 


On Wednesday, Burlingame described in 


detail the features of the sets. He was 
backed up by village Civil Defense direc- 
tor Lt. Jack Benson and WBBM-TV weath- 
erman Jerry Peterson (who dashed to Chi- 
cago at 8:45 to appear on a 10 p.m. news 
program). 


Benson opened the discussion by pre- 


senting a 15-minute film on the dangers of 
tornados, presented by the Emergency 
Storm Alert System (ESAS), which sup- 


plies storm information for the entire na- 
tion from Kansas City. 


PETERSON SAID a local radar set 


could provide immediate information for 
Arlington Heights and, perhaps, the sur- 
rounding communities. 


He stressed that village personnel could 


watch approaching storms on the set, 
compute the speed and direction of the 
storms, and give a complete localized out- 
look. 


Peterson complained that he is not per- 


mitted to break into regularly-scheduled 
programming with his own weather infor- 
mation. He must rely for official informa- 
tion from the Weather Bureau and ESAS 
— and he doesn't have enough time or

Houser 
Is Corps' 
Second Man 


"The most exciting agency in govern- 


ment," said Thomas J. Houser of Arling- 
ton Heights, reacting to his appointment 
as assistant diretcor of the Peace Corps 
by President Nixon Thursday. 


Houser, former Wheeling Township Re- 


publican committeeman, is a Chicago at- 
torney. 


"The Peace Corps is a marvelous con- 


cept, and I'm excited about the chal- 
lenge," he said. 


Houser's appointment still has to be con- 


firmed by Sen. Fullbright's committee on 
foreign relations. He said he expected that 
it would be two-to-four weeks before the 
appointment would be confirmed. 


"I will be in Washington almost full 


time before that working on some special 
assignments," he said. 


HOUSER EXPLAINED, "I will serve as 


an operations man under Peace Corps Di- 
rector Joseph H. Blaichford. It is possible 
that one of my first assignments will send 
me abroad for two weeks to look over pro- 
grams and get the feel of the Corps The 
trip will probably be to Central and South 
America. 


Houser's background includes graduate 


training at the Advanced School of Inter- 
national Studies in Washington D.C. He 
lived abroad for a year and a half while in 
the service, and has traveled extensively 
in Europe. He speaks fluent German and 
some French. 


When asked about his qualifications for 


the number two Peace Corps slot, Houser 
said he was tapped by the President be- 
cause of "presumed administrative and 
management skills." 


ABOUT A MONTH AGO Houser was 


asked to come to Washington to serve on 
a task force studying the direction of the 
Peace Corps in the '70's. 


"The Peace Corps — 12,000 volunteers 


in 59 countries — is doing a marvelous job 
for the American people and for the 
people abroad. 


"One of our major goals will be to 


broaden the basis of participation using 
skills as a common denominator." 


Houser said the Corps was prepared to 


review terms of service, allowances and 
even the question of wives and dependents 
overseas. 


"We are also considering a reverse 


Peace Corps — host countries would send 
volunteers here. This would be a great 
cross-cultural experiment." 


THE CORPS AND the entire concept of 


volunteerism is filled with far greater op- 
portunities than the Americans have real- 
ized. "Volunteerism is the bridge between 
the left and the right, and the young and 
old," Houser said. 


ments. Actually located in the Park Man- 
or section of the village near Scarsdale, 
the new complex will be constructed at 
Cleveland and Fairview Avenues. 


The apartment development will include

ask for the 50 foot dedication. 


In other action, the commissioners rec- 


ommended approval of rezoning to allow 
construction of an office building 
and 


parking lot near the intersection of Arling- 
ton Heights Road and Oakton Street. The 
request was protested by a group of home- 
owners in the area. 


Plans for the new facilities include con- 


struction of a two story office building fac- 
ing Arlington Heights Road between the 
Oakton Executive House on the south and 
a building occupied by Northwest Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. on the north. The new 
structure would be almost an exact copy 
of the Oakton Executive House and is 
planned by the present leasing agents for 
the existing building, Robert Nelson Real- 
ty. 


THE PROPOSED ADDITIONAL park- 


ing for the new building and the recently 
opened existing building would be pro- 
vided by a parking lot which would be 
adjacent to Oakton Street, just west of the 
Commonwealth Edison Co. Substation on 
the corner of Oakton and Arlington 
Heights Road. 


Atty. William Moore, representing the 


petitioners, stated the present parking 
space for the existing building has proven 
to be inadequate. With the construction of 
the new building. 93 parking spaces would 
be added to bring the total to 163 to serve 


both buildings. 


Moore stressed the builders had con- 


formed with village requirements on the 
number of spaces provided for the build- 
ing, but experience had shown that the 
requirements were inadequate. 


A GROUP OF about 20 homeowners in 


the area were present to protest the rezon- 
ing. They stated the new facilities would 
create traffic hazards for children and 
they didn't want to live near more as- 
phalt. One homeowner charged the com- 
mission to stop the growth of "asphalt 


cancer" which is invading the village. 


Other residents complained that if the 


to* west of the Edison substation were re- 
zoned, then other vacant property in the 
area would later be rezoned for business 
use. 


The homeowners' pleas were headed by 


Commissioner Alice Harms who suggested 
a recommendation to the village board 
that the request be denied. Mrs. Harms' 
motion died for lack of a second. 


THE RECOMMENDATION for approval 


was passed with five yes votes, two no's 


and one pass. 


After the meeting, homeowners said 


they plan to appear before the village 
board to protest the rezoning. They said 
they will not protest the building but plan 
to protest the parking lot. They said the 
planners could build a smaller 
office 


building on the proposed site and allow 
enough room there for parking. 


Homeowners said their main concern 


was that if the parking lot is allowed, oth- 
er nearby areas would soon be rezoned for 
business use. 


Weather Radar Rejected 
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freedom to provide information for indi- 
vidual communities. 


The radar, if installed, could provide 


trackings of severe thunderstorms and 
tornados. If a tornado were sighted ap- 
proaching Arlington Heights, Benson or 
some other village officials could sound 
the village's siren system to alert resi- 
dents. 


CHARLES BENNETT, however, won- 


dered out loud about the danger of liabil- 
ity if the button on the siren were pushed 
at the wrong time. 


Benson remarked that the siren button 


would not be pushed indiscriminately. He 
said that the radar would be used in con- 
junction with weather teletype, which the 
village already has in operation. 


Maintenance of the equipment was an- 


other point on which persons at the meet- 
ing had differing opinions. 


Burlingmae stressed that Allen Radio, 


an electronics firm in Elk Grove Village, 
would be willing to service the equipment. 
He said that the sets are built to with- 
stand the hard wear in an airplane, so 
they are relatively easy to maintain on 
the ground. 


HOWEVER, BENNETT quoted John So- 


renson, the United meteorologist, that the 
sets are "expensive to maintain and very 
fragile." 


Lt. Ron Harvey, communications officer 


for the fire department, stressed that the 
sets would have to be checked period- 
ically. A maintenance contract would be 
necessary, he explained. 


Other questions, concerning the useful- 


ness of the present warning system, the 
range of the radar system, and the cost of 
installation, were discussed further. Final- 
ly, it came down to a vote. 


Bennett stressed he would "absolutely 


not vote for it" if it were to be tied into 


other communities, because of the prob- 
lem of liability. 


Trustee William Griffin, who had sat 


through most of the meeting in silence, 
said he still felt it "was a little more than 
we can handle." 


BURLINGAME, after it was Obvious 


that Bennett and Griffin would reject the 
system, said he felt the radar system 
could be like a lifeboat on a steamship. 
"We'll be in a bad spot if we get a tor- 
nado," he said. 


The village board will act on the deci- 


sion in two weeks. They will consider the 
matter further, after considering the com- 
mittee's decision. 


However, for many Arlington Heights 


residents, and for persons in surrounding 
communities, some of the questions raised 
may be debated for a longer time than 
two weeks. 


Especially if a tornado should strike this 


area. 


Sex Teaching Protest Is Nation Wide 


Local efforts by the John Birch Society 


to protest the teaching of sex education in 
suburban schools are part of i nation-wide 
program by the society. 


According to a report from United Press 


International, the John Birch Society is 
operating in at least 27 states to abolish 
sex education in the schools. UPI quotes 
the National Education Association as its 
source on the involvement of the Birchers 
in the program. 


The NEA's Paul Putnam said in an in- 


terview the Birch Society is using a front 
group called the Movement to Restore De- 
cency (MOTOREDE) "to attack sex edu- 
cation in the schools on grounds that Com- 
munists are behind the programs." 


IN RECENT presentations by members 


of MOTOREDE in Dist. 59 schools, the 
link with the Birch Society was openly ac- 
knowledged. Local members of the society 
presented material although membership 
in MOTOREDE is not limited to Birch 
members. 


Local activities against sex education 


has centered 
around 
Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove's Dist. 21 and Dist. 59 schools in 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village. 


Much of the MOTOREDE presentation 


before the Dist. 59 school board Monday 
night was handled by Robert Ober, 115 
Fern Drive, Mount Prospect, area chair- 
man of the John Birch Society. 


According to UPI, U.S. Education Comr. 


James E. Allen, former education com- 
missioner in New York state, said he is 
aware of the anti-sex education activities. 


"We saw it in New York," he said, "We 


saw people coming around with literature 
— some of it the filthiest you have ever 
seen — saying it will be used in school." 


A JOHN BIRCH Society spokesman ac- 


knowledged the connection between the 
society and the Movement to Restore De- 
cency, but denied that any of its members 
had used improper tactics. 


"There is no real secret about our pro- 


moting the movement," said Reed Ben- 
son, the society's spokesman on the mat- 
ter. "One of the first major projects of 
that movement is to get sex educat:on out 
of the schools and into the homes where it 
belongs." 


In a related development Wednesday, 


the U.S. Catholic Conference announced 
that it has established a task force on sex 
education to develop teaching methods 
and materials to enable parents to supple- 
ment in the home the sex education given 
their children in Catholic schools. 


A SPOKESMAN said one third of the 


nation's dioceses include sex education in 
their parochial programs. 


In an interview with UPI, Commissioner 


Allen said, "there has be«>n an effort to 
mislead the people about what the schools 
are doing. The advice we've been giving 
his this: Sex education is essential. It's 
part of health and family living." 


The NEA official said an "organized at- 


tack" on sex education is underway in at 
least 27 states. The film shown to Dist. 59

week 
depicted 


SIECUS, the Sex Education Information 
Council of the United States, as an organi- 
zation infiltrated by Communists. The 
film.strip alledged that Dr. Isadore Rubin, 
among others, were accused of being 


Communists "in sworn testimony before 
the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities." 


DR. RUBIN and others mentioned in the 


film also are involved in the writing of sex 
information texts and in a magazine. 
"Sexology" which the MOTOREDE repre- 
sentatives characterize as pornographic. 


In a brief confrontation between local 


Birch chairman Oberg and Dist. 59 Supt. 
Donald Thomas, Oberg asked if the school 
board endorsed sex education 
in the 


schools. Thomas and some board mem- 
bers maintained that SIECUS material is 
not in use in Dist. 59 and that the sex 
education now in use in the schools is up- 
dated and revised at least once a year. 


The local MOTOREDE committee asked 


that a meeting between their representa- 
tives and members of the district's family 


living curriculum committee meet in open 
session soon. 


ATTENDING THE Dist. 59 board meet- 


ing this week in addition to Oberg were 
Mrs. Maria Dowd, Elk Grove Village, a 
co-chapter leader for the Birch Society 
and others who have close ties with the 
society. 


The filmstrip presented by the MOTO- 


REDE members was produced in part b; 
Harry Brandler of Highland Park, a full 
time coordinator 
of the John Birch 


Society. 


Plans Won't Stop Basin 


A possible annexation by Rolling Mea- 


dows of 26 acres near the southwestern 
edge of Arlington Heights for apartments 
is apparently not going to hinder Arling- 
ton's plans for a retention basin in that 
area. 


Arlington 
Heights Village President 


John Walsh told the Herald he had con- 
tacted Rolling Meadows officials and said 
he "was anticipating no problems" with 
the village's plans for a basin to store 
storm water. 


On Monday, Rolling Meadows officials 


were asked to consider annexing more 
than 26 acres from an unincorporated 
area between Kirchoff and Wilke Roads. 


NEAR THE PROPOSED 26-acre annex- 


ation would be the planned basin, but the 
annexation will consume land south of the 
basin site. Northwest Community Hospital 
borders the property on the east. 


Annexation of the tract for multi-family 


units would bring a little more of Wheel- 
ing Township into Rolling Meadows, which 
lies predominantly in Palatine Township. 


The property under consideration in- 


cludes land for the proposed New Wilke 
Road, which is tentatively scheduled to 
run 200 feet east of the present Wilke 
Road. 


Rolling Meadows officials have estab- 


lished a special zoning commission to con- 
sider annexation and rezoning. June 10 
has been set for the date of the hearing.

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Pilot Learning Plan Ups Grades 17 Per cent 


by GERRY DeZONNA 


Children can be school teachers, too. 
Boys and girls from the sixth-grade 


classes at the Dist. 26 Feehanville school 
in Mount Prospect participated in a pilot 
project to help "slow learners" in kinder- 
garten. 


"A student tutoring program has never 


been used before in our school district." 
said Miss Cody Sweet, kindergarten teach- 
er and educational researcher who was re- 
sponsible for the project. "The program 
was so successful that 1 hope il can be 
continued and developed in the school. 


"There is a great need for more ex 


perimentation in the schools 
Teachers 


aren't improving their teaching methods, 
developing new ideas, or exploring differ- 
ent possibilities for solving learning prob- 
lems in the classroom. 


"THE TEACHER can make the teach- 


ing and learning experience creative ami 


WE CARE 


exciting, but so many teachers get into a 
rut and get bored by the day-to-day class- 
room situation." 
Miss Sweet designed a student tutoring 
need for individualized teaching instruc- 
tion in the schools and that some students, 
the "slow learners," require special atten- 
tion that cannot be given in the classroom. 


To supplement the needs of the "slow 


learners" in her kindergarten classes, 
Miss Sweet designed a student turoring 
project aimed at closing the gap between 
the "slow" and the "fast" learners. 


"I had children in my classes with 


learning disabilities. They required extra 
help to envelop their learning skills, and I 
thought that a student tutoring project 
would help my slow learners as well as 
benefit the student-teachers. 


"IF LEARNING disabilities and prob- 


lems are not solved at this age, these 
same problems will be carried throughout 


the student's entire life in school. This is 
part of the reason why some children nev- 
er like school and enjoy learning." 


Miss Sweet selected 18 sixth-grade stu- 


dents and 22 kindergarteners to partici- 
pate in the project. The tutors were cho- 
sen on the basis of their interest in 
the teaching profession, children on the 
kindergarten level, and problem solving. 


The kindergarten children were chosen 


on the basis of their need and accept- 
ability for receiving individualized instruc- 
tion. "Some parents wouldn't admit that 
their children needed special help," Miss 
Sweet said. "This is a rather selfish pa- 
rental attitude, but some parents wouldn't 
accept the fact that their children were 
slow learners. 


"BUT MOST OF THE parents were co- 


operative, if I was successful in con- 
vincing them that their children needed
